Michael Kavanagh, a carman, turned informer 
against the prisoners charged with conspiracy 
to murder the Government officiais. The thirteen 
are charged with conspiracy to murder Burke 
and Lord Frederick Cavendish and attack Field. 
Great excitement ensued when Kavanagh was 
pinced in the witness seat. Kavanagh appar- 
enly labored under great excitement. On being 
sworn, de deposed that he drove Brady, Kelly. 
and two other men whom he did not know to 
Phenix Park on the evening of the assasination 
of Cavendish and Burke. James Carey and 
Daniel Delaney were on seats on the side of the 
road in the park. Delaney said they were watch- 
ing the Chief Secretary. 

PARTICULARS. 

Entering into fuller details, he deposed that on 
the 6th of May last be was at the Royal Oak pub- 
lic house on Park Gate street. He was engaged 
by four men—Brady and Kelly and two 
strangers. [Brady here uttered a loud guttural 
threat, but no aistinct words were heard. 
There was no laughter today among 
the prisoners when Kavanagh identified 
them.] Kavanagh then pointed to Patrick 
Delaney as another of the men present. He 


Bridge gate to Phenix Monument, and along 
the main road to Gough Monument. and there 
got down.

BRADY PAID HIM EI. 

After the men left, witness drove to the park; 
had alighted were he put a nosebag on his 
horse while waiting. He heard a person speak- 
ing to James O'Brien. Deianey atterward in 
structed him (Kavanagh) to look sharp and be 
ready to start. Upon this he drove nearer to the 
waiting group, which included seme persons 
he did not know. Two gentiemen (not Lord 
Cavendish and Burke) were approaching arm 
in arm. James Carey and Delaney, who had 
come back on the car from the place where it 
was waiting, jumped down and joined the group. 
Witness beard some one say, “It is the tall 
man.” Kavanagh was then ordered to go further 
away by some of the conspirators. As he did so, 
witness beard some one, he could not tell whom, 
repeat, “ Mind, it is the tall man.” As the gen- 
tlemen came along either Carey or Delaney 
seized a white handkerohief.

CONFLAGRATIONS. 


A ness Block on South Canal Street 
rulally Destroyed— Wardell, Mickicy 

& Co. and Frank EB. MeAvey the 

Heaviest Losers. 

At a few minutes past 9 o’clock last night sev- 
eral people discovered an unusual amount of 
light on the upper floorsof Nos. 14, 16, and 18 
South Canal streetand started for the neigh- 
boring tire-alarm boxes. Mr. R. J. Unna 
pulled No. Wi on the Randolph street 
bridge and Officer Jennings pulled 
No. 278, at the corner of Canal and Madison 
streets. By the time that the alarm had been 
sounded the flames bad worked up through the 
roof, and were illuminating the neighborhood 
for blocks around. Among the first companies 
to arrive was No. N, which ram a lead of hose 
up the stairway to the second floor. But the 
position had scarcely been gained when an ex- 
plosion turned a wooden partition over 
on them and released a volume of 
smoke that drove them back into 
the street. By the time the Marshals arrived 


and the companies were in sbupe, probably ten 


minutes or 80, the fre was booming above the 
first floor, and was attacked in frunt and rear, 
the back of the building fronting on West Water 
street. Streams were also raised to the adjoin- 
ing building on the south, and a good deal of 
FIRST-CLASS WORK 
was done off the Skioner ladder, which was 
raised on Canal street in front of No. 16. Fed by 
the light material on the second and third tloors 
the fire burned with extraordinary flerceness, 
and it was only a little while before the roof 
came down with a crash, the third floor giv ing 
way under the strain, going down with it. The 
second floor, with the exception of a considera- 
ble portion in the rear, was unto@ched by fire. 

The building is three stories and a basement in 
hight, and is about 125 feet in depth. It 
was erected in 1875 at a cost of §15.- 
oO, and is owned by the Newberry 
estate. It is worth today perhaps $15,000; and 
the damage is estimated at about $7,000. War- 
fell, Hickley & Co., manufacturers of wood- 
working machinery, occupied the first floor and 
basement of Nos. M and 16. They are agents 
for the Westinghouse engine, and carry a stock 
vained at about $22,000. Their loss, which is eu- 
tirely by water, may possibly reach $2,500, 
though it is not likelv that it will be over $1,500, 
They are fully insured. 

The Ames Iron Works Company, of which 
Collins Eaton is the agent, occupy Ho. on tne 
first floor and thé basement. a stock 
of about twenty table engines valued at $20,- 
00 in the bull „ and estimate their loss at 
$4,000. As it ts ali by water it will probably be 
adjusted at a much lower figure, $2,000 or less, 
pertiaps. The compaay is insured for $15,000 in

The cause of the fire is supposed to be spon- 
taneous combustion among the oiled rags and 
varnishes on the second floor. There have been 
one or two fires in the same buliding previously 
one starting from spontaneous combustion and 
the other betng the resuit of the carelesness of 
au employé. 

At half-past 1 o’clock thie morning the flames 
suddenly took a new hold and burst out in the 
rear with unex fury. Part of the en- 
gine companies bad gone home, and Marshal 
Couway issued yo call for engines No. 2, 
26, and 6, with Marshal Kinney, and they re- 
mained on the nd all night. The additional 
loss occasioned by this new breaking out of we 
flames will perhaps sweli the total loss to some- 
thmg like $40,000.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
MR. SMALLEY’S WEEKLY LETTER—POLITICS 

AND STRICKEN NOTABLES. 
Lonpon, Feb. 10.— [Mr. Smaliey’s Cable to New 
York Tvribune.)—Mr. Trevelyan’s admirable 
speech yesterday to his coustituents at Hawich 
ought to mark an epock in Irish polities, It dis- 
tinguishes clearly and sharply between two Ire- 
lands, one Ireland in favor of including men of 
all parties, creeds, and positions, and the other 
Ireland composed of men who foment, commit, 
condone, and sympathize with crime, This sec- 
ond Ireland he firmly believes to be smaller 
than the first Ireland. Mr. Trevelyan deciares 
that the Irish Government i¢ de 
voted to the welfare of the frst, 
or the real. Ireland.» He invites the 
Irish Members of Parliament and every friend 
of the country to make known their grievances, 


and promises every practicable reform. The 
Chief Secretary asserts with equal plainness the 
resoive of the Government to deal sternly and 
justly with the second Ireland. He inoludes 
under the second Ireland those concerned in 
promoting violence by speaking and writing, 
which are just as much a part of the machinery 
of murder as the sword-cane and pistol. He de- 
elares that the attempted Murders of Juror 
Field and Justice Lawson were directly in- 
cited by newspaper articles, polutme plainly, 
though not naming them, to the attacks in 
the Freeman’s Journal, for which Mr. Gray was 
righteously imprisoned. Mr. Trevelyan meets 
equarely the criticism of the more radical Eu- 
giish newspapers, which continue to publish 
pedantic strictures on the Government's inter- 
ference with free speech in Ireland. He de- 
clares that the Government will not permit Ire- 
land to be organized, drilled, and exvited for 
objects which would be Ireland’s ruinif ob- 
tained, and which could only be obtained by 
civil war. This powerful and instructive ad- 
dress is penetrared with sympathy and 
good will for Ireland, and is deserved- 
ly applauded by nearly every Liberal 
Journal, the Daily News excepted, which, 
singularly ignorant of the real facts in Ireland. 
carps at the necessary assertion of lawful au- 
thority. The general confidence in Lord Spen- 
cer and Mr. Trevelyan among Englishmen in 
spite of these attacks wag never stronger than 
it‘snow. The belief is growing that the confi- 
dence ot Ireland is improving. The outrages 
are dimi the murder societies are disin- 
tegrating, aud the headsof the criminal de- 
— at Dublin are convinced that they 

ave got hold of the right men in connection 
with the Phenix Park aésasination and other 
crimes. The evidence has been produced hitherto 
piecemeal, but will s lly be completed. The 
precautions in the meantime against assasina- 
tion have been redoupied, Lord Spencer, Mr. 
Trevelyan, Sir Wiliam Harcourt, and Lord 
Hartington all having extra guards. Mr. O Don- 
nell’s ruffianly letter to the Mayor, pub- 
lished today, will be understood in Ireland as a 
piain instigation to murder. 

THE CABINET. 

Lord Hartington presides at the Cabinet coun- 
cils in Mr. Gladstone's absence, but is constant- 
ly consulting Cannes. The Cabinet in occupied 
in settling the precedence of business at the 
coming sessions. The first measure will be the 
Corrupt Practices at Biéctions bill, The 
second will de the bill creating a new 
municipality for. the whole of London, as now 
included in the bills of mortality absorbing the 
existing corporation and transferr the powers 
of the Metropolitan Board of orks. The 
third will probably be a bill giv tenants com- 

naa tion for improvements. and the fourth a 
Pill making oath or affirmation optional for all 
members of Parliament. This last measure, 
though designed to appease the Bradlaugh agi- 
tation, is dome in advance to defeat in the 
House of Lords. Mr. Charies Chamberlain 
hopes to make progress with the Bankruptcy bill, 
but has devoted his chief energies,successfully as 
it is now believed, to substituting tenant com- 
pensation for the expected County Government 
measures, shrewdly desiring to Secure the ad- 
hesion of the farmers to the Liberal party be- 
fore touching the questions of county adminis- 
tration. All preliminaries of the session are 
understood to have been settled, Lord Harting- 
ton’s journey to Osborne baving been taken 
order to submit the program to the Queen. 

GLADSTONE. 

Today's advices from Cannes agree that Mr. 
Gladstone’s return bas been postponed, although 
it ws announced last week by every London 
newspaper as certain before Parliament should 
meet. The date still remains uncertain; the 
truth being that it was never fixed, Mr. Glad- 
stone holdi out long against the earnest ap- 
peais of his colleagues and family, of his friends 
and paysician. They do not desire bim, as is 
now stated, to remain abroad till Easter, but, 
unless a change for the worse ocours, consider 
that another fortnight’s absence will be suffi- 
cient to restore his health.

dim that in November, 1881, be encountered a 
terrible tempest, in which the vessel was dis- 
masted and suffered such damage that he great- 
ly feared a catastrophe.

Graphic Description of “ Gath’s” Ex- 
periences with the Ohic Fioods. 
Wasninoros, D. C., Feb. 10.—[Special.)— 
“ Gath,”’ who has just arrived here on his leotur- 
ing tour, gives an interesting sketch of his ex- 
perience with the Western floods, which resem- 
dle In some particulars the adventures of a war 
correspondent. He lectured at Marietta, twelve 
miles above Parkersburg, on Tuesday night, 
with an engagement pending for Lancaster, O., 
on Wednesday. Wednesday morning both rail- 
roads to Marietta were washed out for miles, no 
telegraph communication could be had with any 
point, and the common roads, all running ever 
the bottoms, were not only cut off, but the 
creeks and overflowed flelds extended for miles 
back in the country. The ditizens advised Mr. 
Townsend to take it easy, as he could not leave 
the place for a week. No steamboats were on 
the river except those adrift, and no wharves 
and landings remained in ali that region, so that 
no steamer could be reached, while the Muskin- 
gum and Obic Rivers, which meet at Marietta, 
were nearly thirty feet high, and full of logs 
and ice, running seven miles an hour. There 
was not a store, mill, or place for business or 
labor spared in Marietta. One woman was 
already found drowned in her dwelling, and 
row-boats were as dear as horses. Gath “ arose 
Thursday morning and found it worse, the river 
still rising, the city, which is the Piymouch Rock 
of the West, absolutely unoccupied, and, 
sta at miles of water in the streets, 
he said: I will get out of this town if I have to 
row myself.” Finally a man was found who of- 
fered to take bim in a skiff to Parkersburg for 
$25. His trunk was putin the bow, two rowers 
sat amidship, and “Gath” was im the stern 
smok his cigar. The boat went across half a 
mile of submerged lots, passed over a railroad 
track, the telegraph wires of which were only 
visible at the poles, and was sent whirling down 
the desolate business street, under the eyes of a 
forlorn people driven into the upper stories, till 
the wharf; or its former site, was reached, and 
then the boac—the solitary thing with life oa 
that river—passed amoung the ice-floes and 
woirli brush, lumber, barrels, fences, and 
broken bridges upon the bosom of the Ohio. The 
river in places was a mile wide; all the islands, 
including Blennerhassett’'s, below Parkers- 
burg. were flooded out and were mere woods 
Standing up in a sea ot mud- 
dy waves; for the wind was beating 
up against the current. Houses along the 
tormer shore seemed in the middie of the river. 
Wild duck alone were enjoying it, as they flew 
and piped over the farmers’ swimming stacks. 
A single steamboat was tied up to oak trees on 
an island. The skiff had to be bailed with a 
barn shovel every tifthen minutes. Parkers- 
burg was reached in just one hour and a halt. 
the first news of the losses of Marietta was 
obtained by people wa there, but unable to 
t up to their friends. he 
arkersdurg had to be taken in scows across a 
bad breach in the little Kanawha. The losses in 
the West, he says, may amount to millions.

Oritical Condition of A@airs at OCincin- 
nati—-The Ohio Stiil Rising. 

Crinqinnatt, O., Feb. 10.—[Special.}—The river 
has continued to rise all day, and is still rising. 
At 8 o’clook this evening it Lad reached fifty- 
eight feet three inches by the water-works 
mark. It is now eight inches higher than during 
the February flood of last year, and bigher than 
it has ever been since the city was settied, with 
two exceptions. On Feb. 1 the river 
reached a depth at this point of ty-four feet 
and three inches, and on E. 1847, 
it rose to sixty-seven feet and 
seven inches. were the two 
great floods of the century in the Ohio Valley. 
In the flood of 1832, although the city was not 
more than one-tenth as large as now, the losses 
aggregated half a million of dollars. The losses 
by the actual destruction of property from the 
present flood amounts thus far to but a few 
thousand. The difference is due to the warnings 
the people had in the present instance, which 
were entirely lacking in 1832 or 1847. There 
are indirect losses from this flood that can- 
not be estimated. Navigation on the river 
has been entirely suspended, and the 
railroads are blockaded either wholly or in — 
A large number of manutactorzes have n 
obliged to stop work, and business of all kinds is 
seriously interfered with. Travel on Front and 
Water streets bas been suspended, and the 
street-cars running out Eastern avenue pass for 
some distance through water so deep that the 

assengers have to stand upon the seats to keep 

rom getting wet. On Spring Grove avenue 
street-car travel is entirely suspended. Au in- 
numerabie number of people have been put to 
much troubie and expense by having to remove 
their goods to high ground. 


Ice-Gorge in the Wabash River—The 
Waters Still Rising. 

Vincennes, Ind., Feb. 10.—(Special.]—The 
Wabash River has been rising all day, and it is 
now raining and thawing, which promises a 
further rise in the river and a subsequent flood. 
Above Vincennes, at Attica, Ind., there is a per- 
fect gorge of ice, piled several Teet high, which 
gives way.

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MARSHALL JEWELL. 
HIS DEATH LAST NIGHT AT HARTFORD, 
CONN. 
HARTFORD, Conn., Feb. 10.—fSpectal.)—Ex- 
Gov. Marshall Jewell is dead. He grew rapidly 
worse this afternoon. Both lungs were involved 
inan acute attack of poeumonia, and at night 
tife physicians informed the family they re- 
garded tne case as hopeless. His daughter and 
her husband, Arthur M. Dodge, of New York. 
arrived at an early morning bour by special 
train. Another daughter and her busband, 
William M. Strong, of Detroit, are on the way 
by special train. Gov. Jewell said to his physi- 
clan this afternoon: 

“ Docto?, how long does it take?” 

The Doctor inquired what he meant. Gov. 
Jewell replied: 

How long does it take for a man to die?” 

The Doctor said: “In your condition, Gov- 
ernor, it is a matter of only a few hours.” 

Gov. Jewell then said: “ All right, Doctor,” 
and settled back quietly upon his pillow. 

Gov. Jewell's family consists of a wife and 
two daughters, Mrs. William H. Strong, of De- 
troit, and Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge, of New York. 
His mother survives. him, being over 80 years 
old. Her adopted daughter is the wife of John 
Russel! Young, Minister to China. The surviv- 
ing brothers associated with him in business 
here are Pliny, Lyman B., formerly in business 
in New York, and Charies A., now absent in the 
Weston a business trip. Gov. Jewell was 57 
years old. 

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Marshall Jewell was by birth a New England 
man,and during the greater part of his life he 
was closely and prominently identified with New 
Eugland business interests. He was born Oct. 
20, 1825, at Winchester, N. H., and was the son 
of a tariner, and the descendant of five genera- 
tions of tanners. He attended the viilage-school 
in chilhood, and was sent for a tew terms tos 
neighboring academy. Then he became an ap- 
prentice in his father’s tan-yard. After leaving 
the trade he went to Boston and studied ele- 

“tricity, particularly in its application to the then 
new art of phy. His first situation of a 
telegraph operator was secured in Rochester, N. 
., and from there be soon went to Ak 0. 
where be spent some time in charge of an . 
But his roving disposition was not yet satisfied, 
and be went to Columbia, Tenn., and thence to 
Jackson, Miss., and at the age of 23 be superin- 
tended the construcuon of telegra 
tween Louisville, Ky., and New Orleans, In 
1849 be was offered and 1 the position of 
General Superintendent of New York 
ton Telegraph Line. On coming North to Suter 
upon his duties in that capacity, however, he was 

rsuaded to abandon telegraphy and join his 
ather in an enterprise he had just begun, the 
manufacture of leather belt at Hartford, 
Conn. Young and energetic, he soon estab- 
lished the business on a prosperous basis, and 
lost no opportunity of extending its scope.

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- |JNTI-AMERICAN MILLIONAIRES, 

One of the worst monoplies built up by 
ultra tariff taxation is that given to the Lake 
Superior Calumet & Hecla copper-mines, 
chiefly owned in Boston. These men have 
been enabled to pay $22,850,000 in divi- 
dends out of taxes levied on the entire 
American public. In return for this gener- 
ous gift by the community they have for 
years deliberately exported their copper to 
Europe and sold it to the competitors of 
their fellow-American manufacturers at low- 
er prices than they would make to any one 
in the United States. This shocking, un- 
natural, and ungrateful abuse of those who 
were helping to pay the- taxes that “pro- 
tected” the copper-mines is proven be- 
yond dispute by the testimony taken before 
the Tariff Commission, 

One of the witnesses before the Tariff 
Commission was Henry McShane, of Henry 
McShane & Co., manufacturers, of Balti- 
more, New York, and Brooklyn. Mr. Me- 
Shane said that copper had been protected 
long enough, as it was now an article of ex- 
port. The mining companies, he explained, 
resort to exportation to keep up prices at 
home. At a time when these companies 
were selling copper in New York at 19 cents a 
pound they contracted to deliver a large 
quantity in Havre at 16 cents a pound. 
Surely there is room here for reduction with- 
out ruin. “ 

J. B Sargent, a manufacturer of New 
Haven, explained in detail how the copper 
miners, protected by a tax on American in- 
dustry, turn and rend the hand that feeds 


| them. The tariff enables poor mines to be 


worked at a profit, and gives “ immense and 
illegitimate galns to those that would be 
profitable under any circumstances. The 
protected copper miners, Mr. Sargent de- 
clared, sell copper to the manufacturers of 
Europe five cents a pound cheaper than to 
the American manufacturers.. They thus 


‘discriminated directly against their own 


countrymen. 
To gain if possibile a share of the export 


trade in copper manufactures, in spite of the 
copper producers to support whom they were 
being heavily taxed, the American manu- 
facturers sent to Europe, bought the Ameri- 
can copper there, and, as the law allowed 
them to do, imported it free of duty as an 
American product in the original packages. 
When the copper-miners discovered this 
they easily stopped it. How? They exacted 
from every Eurepean buyer of American 
copper a guarantee and pledge that whoever 
else he might seli to, he would not sell a 
pound to an American manufacturer! Thisis 
the manner in which the millionaire syndi- 
cate that controls the American copper mar- 
ket shows its gratitude to the community 
that taxes itself on its kitchen utenails, 
plumbing, clocks, gas-fixtures, hardware, 
and a thousand other things to make it 
rich. The syndicate deliberately refuses to 
sell to the American manufacturer at as low 

a price as it sells to his foreign competitor. 
Mr. Hubbell was more snecessful in keep- 
ing up his voluntary assessment” on cop- 
per than that on the civil-service employés. 
The House voted down the proposition to 
admit low-grade copper-ore free. By doing 
so they have voted to perpetuate one of the 
worst swindles of this swindling tariff. 
There is actually not one word to be said in 
favor of the tax on copper consumers. It is 
a tax to make anti-American millionaires 

still less American and still more wealthy.

A METEOROLOGICAL MARTINET. . 
His winters are the only miid things about 
Gen, Hazen. The discipline of his bureau 
is the opposit of mild. A Dook of instruc- 
tions has just been issued by the General for 
the guidance of the telegraphers and ob- 
servers who watch the weather from the 
tops of Pike’s Peak and Mount Washington 
and the otber stations. There are about 200 
of these solitary seutinels of the storms scat- 


tered all over the continent from the banana 


zone of the North to the banana zone of the 
South. It requires no slight ability to hold 
this aerial contingent in good discipline. 

To qualify themselves for the nice work of 
recording temperatures and catching a rising 
barometer before it gets out of reach, this 
book of instructions places at the command 
of the humdlest member of the force the 
Constitution of the United States in full, 
with the names of the signers, all the amend- 
ments, ali the articles of war, with a hun- 
dred and one references to legal cases and 
orders, extracts from army regulations, stat- 
utes, and official courtesies, and general in- 
structions. 

The closely-printed ninety-three pages give 
all the rules governing the army in the times 
of war and peace, including long regulations 
about meeting, drilling, absence from parade, 
absence from camp, sentinels, cowardice, 
corresponding with the enemy, misconduct 
at divine service, courts-martial, sentence of 
death, payment of salutes to foreign poten- 
tates, to our own public officials, to foreign 
forts, naval courtesies, and three solid pages 
on the etiquet of entering and leaving the 
boats of a man-of-war. 

These lonely weather watchers on the | 
mountains and on the frontier are “sol- 
diers according to the present organization 
of the signal service. Hence they are in- 
structed that they must “ maintain at all 
times a smart military bearing.” No biiz- 
zard must catch them off their dignity. Not 
even in the howling winter waste on the 
summit of Mount Washington can they com- 
mit the disrespect to the General command- 
ing of wearing a colored necktie or civilian 
pepper-and-salt suit. When spoken to by 
their superior officer, even by telegraph we 
suppose, “they will stand at attention with 
heels closed, very erect,’’ etc.

Worse than all, they might in 
a moment of insubordination refuse to put 
their heels as close together as the present 
state of weather science makes it necessary 
they should do, For these offenses, it is 
true, as the General very forcibly observes, 
that the civil law provides no punishment. 
Here is another defect in the criminal law of 
IIunois which the Legislature must over- 
look no longer. In the present deplorably 
low stage of our jurisprudence military law 
alone will reach these outrages. ‘ 

If it was anybody but Beltzhoover who had 
begun to persecute Hazen we should feel 
confident that the complete naiveté of his 
plea would prevail and the Weather Bureau 
be left where the men could be punished. 
But Beltzhoover, of Pennsylvamia, is a very 
hard and obstinate man. We do not know 
him, but we can tell by his name and State. 
We know that Beltzhoover will insist, and 
will make Congress believe, that if the civil 
service can discipline men so that they can 
wateh whisky-distillers, and tobacco-manu- 
facturers, and burglars it can manage the 
men who watch barometers, thermometers, 
ventometers, and hygrometers. 

Gen. Hazen, we are afraid, must go. Out 
ef respect to the Ambassadors and royal per- 
sonages, to whom in another short year his 
well-drilled subordinates could have made 
the proper salute from every mountain range 
on the continent, we trust that, like the 
Peers in lolanthe,“ he will go “ dignified 
and stately,” with a smart military bearing 
and heels close.

BOUNTIES TO SHIFTLESNESS. 

Necessity is the mother of invention, and 
protective bounties are the mother of a shift- 
less reliance upon “ pap” instead of self- 
help. When Kepler, the caricaturist, and his 
partner started Puck, they were too poor to 
buy the full plant needed todo engraving 
work. Their necessity drove them to con- 
trive all kinds of substitutes, some of which 
they say have proved to be permanent im- 
provements in the processes of the business. 
If they had had a subsidy, they would have 
spent it, and then probably falled. The habit 
American manufacturers are getting into of 
running to Washington for heip against for- 
eign competition is making them lazy and 
shiftiess., 

The glass-manufacturers of the United 
States are still making glass by the old-fash- 
loned hand methods instead of the Siemens 
process. For eight years this new way of 
making bottles and sheet-glass has been in 
use by the French, German, and English 
manufacturers. Our glAssmakers have re- 
lied upon the protection of the Govern- 
ment, and as a consequence have been stead- 
ily losing ground in their market. These 
foreign manufacturers are now able to bring 
the Slemens-process giass into this country 
and undersell the Americans, notwithstand- 
ing the enormous taxes of 80 to 120 per cent 
in their favor. The Secretary of the Asso- 
ciation of Glass-Manufacturers lately issued 
acircular saying that unless some way of 
improving the business could be adopted it 
would be best to close the glass-factories eu- 
tirely and allow the trade to go entirely into 
foreign hands. Ss 

This is the result of “ pauper labor —the 
pauper labor that goes to Washington for 
Government help instead of keeping up with 
the modern improvements in its business. 

The foreign manufacturersof quinine have 
discovered how to make ‘it from the bark by 
using paraffine instead of alcohol. This great- 
ly cheapens it and enables them to furnish a 
febrifuge to the malaria-stricken West and 
South at a lower price than the Philadelphia 
firm who have been taught to rely on taxes 
instead of enterprise for their suppert. 
Hence we see Powers & Weightman, of Phil- 
adelphia, appealing to Congress for a tax to 
debar people of this country from the benefit 
of this new process and to pay them a boun- 
ty for making expensive quinine for us by 
old-fashioned methods. 

Preeisely similar is the fuss now being 
made by the Bessemer-steel men about the 
reduction of the tax on steel rails. They 

eelare that the reduction to 818 a ton from 

28 will “ruin” them, altho $18 per ton 
tax and $5 for freight from Europe, making 
$23, are equal to a protection“ of 80 per 
cent. Still they will be “ruined” if there 
is any reduction of the present enormous 
bounty! They have not provided them- 
selves with the latest improvements in 
railmaking machinery, and they want 
the Government to keep up the price so 
that they can goon manufacturing without 
being disturbed by enterprising competitors. 
A mill has been put up at Scranton, the 
manager of which says he can make rails at 
a good profit for $40 a ton. But the Bessemer 
ring insists that they shall not be compelied 
to go to the expense of bringing their old 
plant upto an A No. 1 grade, but shall be 
supported by taxesin the manufacture of a 
dear artiole by methods that have gone out 
of use in the best establishments. 

The Pennsylvania pig-iron men insist that 
the public shall be taxed to enable them to 
produce iron at $21.50 a ton and upward that 
can be turned out in Alabama for $12.45 a 
ton. Vermont demands a tax on wool that 
shall enabie it te seli dear wool at a profit 
which the West and Southwest can produce 
at much lower prices. 

Washington is becoming altogether too 
large an industrial centre. The land-grab- 
bers, the pension-grabbers, the tax-grabbers 
had better all be abolished. The sooner the 
better. A manufacturer who relies on Gov- 
ernment help to maintain his business is not 
a profitable person for the people to support, 
The secrets of buginess success are not to be 
learned by dancing attendance in the lobby 
at Washington. 
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' Coneress is not the only place where votes 


are sold. Some very distressing evidence 
about the use of money among voters has 
been taken by a special committee of the 
New Jersey Legislature. This committee re- 
port that they find bribery to be universally 
prevalent in local, State, and Nationai elec- 


tions in their State; that it has been condoned | 


to such an extent that the people have lost 
their sense of its enormity; that a large part 
of them look upon the sale of their suffrage 
as a regular source of income; that both po- 
litical parties are equaily guilty; that an- 
archy and revolution will be the inevitable 
result if the mercenary are allowed to con- 
tinue to hand the elections over to individual 
and corporate concentrations of capital. 
Testimony to the same effect is constantly 
coming out in the press ot New 
England. The most discouraging thing 
is that the rural population of Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, and Vermont are according to 
the assertions of those who live among them 
as shameless in traffic with their citizenship 
as the repeaters of the slums of the cities. It 
is a singular illustration of the power of the

The revised “Harper” bill, which provides 
simply for a uniform minimum of $500 all 
over the State, comes up for discussion next 
Thursday. The drift of the debate and the 
preliminary votes will give an indication of 
the ultimate disposition of the question. It 
ts of the highest importance that all the 
members favorable to high liquor licensa, 
and all those representing constituencies 
which demand it, shall be in their seats, The 
result of this agitation will have an influence 
beyond Chicage or even the State of Illinois. 
lf this State shall agree upon a license fee 
for saloons ef not less than $500, and the 
operation of such a law shall produce the 
same excellent results for revenue and mor- 
als as in Nebraska (of which there is no 
doubt), an impetus will be given to the 
policy which will reach out north and 
south, east and west. It will be the 
means of addmg at least three millions 
of dollars to the revenues of local govern- 
ments outside of Chicago, and a million 
within it, and of minimizing the evils incl- 
dent to the lijuor traffic. High license ig the 
one sure means of eliminating me prohibi- 
tion issue from American politics and redu- 
cing the number of dramshops to the actual 
demands of the bibulous classes, and of unit- 
ing the drinker and taxpayer in support of 
the measure, 

It may be that the Harper bill, the Fuller 
bill, and every other particular measure 
suggested so far will fail po secure a majority 
in the Legislature. It may be that the sim- 
ple change of a few words of the present 
law enjoining upon the local authorities that 
they shall issue no license for less than $500 
will be found to be the easiest and quickest 
way to attain the desired end. The people 
are not bound up in any special bill, but only 
ask that the privilege of running saloons iz 
this State shall be taxed not less than $500 a 
year, and that the various municipalli- 
ties shall have the revenue there 
from to apply in defraying the ex- 
penses of their administration. If the 
figure can be fixed at $1,000, so much the 
better, but half a loaf is better than no 
bread. There is reason to hope that a de- 
cided majority in the present Legislature is 
ready to agree to the general proposition. If 
there are members who, from cowardly or 
political motives, are inclined to misrepre 
sent their constituents in this matter, the 
contest which begins next Thursday will 
reveal their treachery, and prompt means 
should be taken in the communities where 
they live to bring them to a proper sense of 
their responsibility to the people. 

There should be no question in the Legis 
islature as to the ruling sentiment of Chi- 
cago irrespective of party. The revenues of 
this city are inadequate by fully a million 
dollars to the proper protection of life and 
property and to the comforts and conven- 
iences of metropolitan life. ‘There are at 
least twice as many saloons as there ought 
to be, and they contribute praetically nothing 
to the support ef the City Government, while 
they inflict Infinit mischief, A license 
fee which shall at once reduce the num- 
ber of Saloons to a decent proportion 
to the population and raise a revenue of 
$1,000,000 anndally will be sustained by a 
great majority of the people without refer- 
ence to their political attachments or their 
personal habits. The petition fer high li- 
eense presented to the Legislature last week 
and signed by 13,563 voters was the result of 
giving an opportunity for signatures during 
one day. No effort was made to procure 
them. The signers sought the opportunity 
to sign. With proper time and effort such a 
petition could get signatures enough to repre- 
sent nearly all the families in this great city. 
The decent and well-disposed people of Chi- 
cago look to the Legislature for help, be- 
cause it has a Council which is subservient 
to grogshop domination. This city is backed 
up by the sentiment of the rural districts. The 
matter has made too much progress to be 
snuffed out by doggery opposition; the Leg- 
islature must meet the question squarely and 
honestly and furnish the means of relief. 


DISTRESS IN IRELAND. 

Onee more the cry of starvation comes up 
from the western counties of Ireland. The 
present agrarian agitations and crimes ap- 
pear likely to be lost sight of before long in 
the presence of that old horror of famine in 
Connaught which has so often visited the 
wretched people of that province. There 
can be no sympathy with the crimes commit- 
ted by some of them, nor with the general 
feeling of antagonism that prevails among 
them even towards their best friends, but 
the world cannot fail to sympathize, as it 
has done many times before, with their 
wretched and distressed condition. 

The reports that come from the west and 
as far north as Donegal are piteous, while 
in other sections which are not immediately 
suffering from hunger the story is every- 
where repeated of poor crops last year and 
men out of employment, with no money and 
little food. The greatest amount of suffer- 
ing appears to be in the Counties Mayo and 
Galway in the west and Donegal in the 
north, In the County Mayo the parish priest 
of one district reports that of the 700 fami- 
lies in his parish few if any have potatoes 
enough to last more than three weeks, and 
then they will be without food or credit. In 
Galway there has been a general failure of 
crops, and likewise a fallure of the potatoes 
used for seed. The applicants for relief have 
greatly increased, and the Boards of Guardi- 
ans in the villages are overwhelmed,, All 
who can get money enough are emigrating. 
In Donegal the poor wretches are beginning 
to realize the actual horrors of famine, and 
reports of death by starvation are beginning 
to come in, The Poor-Law Guardians are 
helpless, and the parish priests announce that 
they have no money which they can apply to 
relieve the existing distress. Last year’s 
crop of potatoes is about gone, and from 
February to July, when the new crop will 
come in, there appears to be no other alter- 
native except to starve, unless relief is sent 
to them. Speaking of the people of this 
county, a correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Times says:

The story of the Methodist mine ought to 
be a warning to the Methodist papers, Meth- 
odist Bishops and clergy, and Methodist lay- 
men. Upon general principles it ought to be 
a lesson to clergymen of all denominations, 
The Book Concern of the Methodist Chureh 
could not do better than print books for its 
Sunday-school libraries warning the young 
against the wiles of the mining sharks and 
cautioning the elders to beware of mining 
philanthropists who are anxious to let them 
in “on the ground floor.” The ground floor 
is not a very secure place when a crash 
comes, as will be seen in the sequel to the 
story of the ill-fated Methodist mine. 

It had the pleasant name of the Isabella 
Silver Mining Company. Its nominal capital 
was $10,000,000, divided into 100,000 shares of 
$100 each. Among the owners was one Col, 
H. G. Bixby, who, after finding that the 
mine was worthless, turned philanthropist 
and played it upon the Methodist ministers 
exceedingly fine. In the summer of 1878 he 
visited the Rev. John F. Spence, President 
of the Methodist Episcopal University at 
Athens, Tenn., and Prof. Caldwell, a mineral- 
ogist, holding a chair in the same institution, 
and expressed his desire to endow the uni- 
Versity with $200,000 or $300,000 worth of 
shares in the Isabella. They consulted at 
first with Bishop Simpson, who was pleased 
with Isabella, but thought they had better 
consult with Dr. Newman, of New York, 
who was a good financier, The Doctor was 
also favorably impressed with Isabella, 
though Bixby frankly acknowledged that 
there were incumbrances, and that he needed 
$50,000 with which to put up a mill. It was 
decided to place the stock on the market at 
$10 a share, but the first comers ‘rere to be 
allowed to come in on the ground floor at $5 
a share. Dr. Newman came in on the ground 
floor and invested $1,000 and Bishop Simpson 
came next with §600. Both the editors of 
the Christian Adwocate, the Rev. O. II. 
Fowler and the Rev. W. H. De Puy, had 
front seats on the ground floor, and gave 
Isabella a rousing boom in their paper, as 
will be seen by the tollowing extract: 

Col. Bixby, whose name, character, and ability 
are of the highest order among the miners of 
California and Nevada, has given the university, 
in addition to the endowment (which win be 
am ple—amounting to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars) some stock with which the Trustees can 
meet their share of the cost of com 1 to 
milis and of starting the works. B imp- 
son, Dr. Newman, and other friends of the uni- 
versity have done a good thing for the univer- 
sity in purobasing some of their stock; and we 
doubt not, have also done a better thing for 
themselves. Concerning this additional stock 
Dr. Spence, the energetic and devoted President 
of the East Tennessee Wesleyan University, 
makes an interesting business announcement on 
another page. 

The boom took speedy effect. There wasa 
general rush among the Methodist clergy for 
Isabella. The Book Concern went in heav- 
ily. Chautauqus came in on the ground 
floor. At the General Conference, held in 
Cincinnati in 1880, Isabella was a general fa- 
voult, and stock went off briskly. From the 
well-to-do city preachers the fever spread to 
the poor rural ones, and at last it attacked 
the congregations. Isabella was in universal 
demand. 

A year elapsed, and a change came over 
the stockholders. There were suspicions 
that Isabella was faithless. Isabella had 
promised to pay 5 per cent monthly divi- 
dends and a dividend of 50 cents a share in 
November, 1880, but they were not forthcom- 
ing. A committee went out to Arizona, 
and had an interview with Isabella, and 
came back with the bad news that Isabella 
would not pay much if anything, but that 
there was an adjoining mine named Alice, 
which could be had for $25,000, that would 
pay, and if they could get Alice unquestion- 
ably Isabella might be made to pay. So Alice 
was bought. The stockholders now had 
both Isabella and Alice on their hands, and 
they reorganized under the name of the 
Globe City Mining Company. More money 
was paidin. Extensive improvements were 
made, for, though faith in Isabella had 
cooled, there was strong faith in Alice. At 
last Isabella went absolutely to the dogs, 
and whether Alice will ever pay no one 
knows. Thousands upon thousands of dol- 
lars have gone to Arizona, but not one cent 
has come from Arizona to Athens or to the 
stockholders’ pockets, 

Subsequent investigations have shown that 
Isabella was a fraud from the first, and there 
are those ungracious enough to declare that 
she was salted. The stockholders of the 
Globe Citv Mining Company heid a meet- 
ing recently and instructed the man- 
agers to dispose of Alice, pay off the 
debts, and distribute the remainder among 
the stockholders, and that will be the last we 
shall hear of either of those false and fickle 
creatures, Isabella and Alice. Bixby left 
the country between two days, and it is now 
stated is in Spain, whither he took with 
him a considerable portion of the money paid 
in. The university has not yet been awarded 
the honorof bearing the name of Bixby. The 
moral of the story he whoruns may read. 
When even the children of the world go in 
on the ground floor and come out badly 
shorn, what hope is there for those who are 
unused to the ways ofthe world? It is a 
costiy moral, but it might have been worse. 
While there will be a general feeling of sym- 
pathy with the clerical victims of the phi- 
lanthropist Bixby, there still remains the as- 
surance that these victims, having experi- 
enced the folly of worldly spęculations, will 
not be again lured into them, even under 
the specious pretenses of philanthropy.

make a great mistake. They look at a 
m mn as the immediate profit, but ignore 
tne fact that, if those cables were sold at 
their market value today. they would show a 
very small profit indeed.

New York, Fob. 10.—(Special.])~The Western 
Union Telegraph Company has leased the line 
of the Mutual Union Company, cuseranteetug 
the interest on the bonds and annual dividends 
of 1% per cent on the stock. This agreement 
was approved by the Directors of both compa- 
nies at full meetings of the boardstoday. The 
Western Union Directors met shortly after 
noon, and the Mutuai Union Directors an bour 
or two afterward. No opposition to the plac 
was offered at either meeting, and the approval 
of the stockholders of both companies is expect- 
ed to be given with tne same unanimity. The 
stockholders will not be called together, but 
it is expecied that they will express their con- 
sent in writing. There is said to be not the 
slightest doubt that the stockholders of botn 


| companies will essent to the agreement at once. 


BY THE TERMS 
of the lease it is provided that the Western 
Union shall assume all the obligations and con- 
tracts of the Mutual Union; that it shall pay the 
interest on the $5.000,000 bonds and 1% per cent 
dividends on the spare capital of the 
company; and that it shall establish «a 
sinking fund of not less than $50,000 
u year towards the payment of the principal of 
the bonds, These charges amount to $500,000 a 
year, the interest to $35,000, the guaranteed 
dividends to $150,000, and the paymeni to the 
sinking fund to $50,000.

The 
terms of the arrangement are such as, in my 
opinion, will be of great advantage to the stock- 
boldérs of both companies; and with the only 
formidable opposition thas removed, I consider 
Western Union stock worth more tbau par. We 
bave every assurance that all employés of this 
company will be taken care of and receive fair 
treatment at the hands of the Western Union, 
which is our oni convernp.

HOUSE—THE SOUTHERNERS DESERTED BY 

THE PENNSYLVANIA DEMOCBATS—COTTON 

TIES AND CUT NAILS. 

The fight over cotton ties in the House was 
renewed again this morning. and continued for 
a full hour to be hot and bitter before 8 
began. The limited time allowed for debate di 
not permit half the Southern men who desired 
to speak to secure an opportunity to do so, and 
a general leave was grauted members to print 
their remarks. The Representatives from tne 
cotton States all dwell upon the injustice of sub- 
jecting the cotton-pianters to an increased bur- 
den for the sake of a dozen cotton-tie factories 
in the North. The assertions made the other day 
that all cotton 1s sold by net weight, both in En- 
giand and the United States, were again made 
today. Mr. Aiken, of South Carolina, spoke of 
“New England liberality” asan “unknown 
quantity,” and deciared that no New Engiand 
manufacturer ever paid the price of cotton for 
the bagging and hoops around the bales. Brumm, 
of Pennsyivania, made a sarcastic speech, ex- 
posing the inconsistencies of the so-called tari 
Democrats. Make a motion to reduce the 
tariff on hemlock bark or charcoal iron,” said 
he, and Gov. Curtin is up in arms to oppose it. 
He is a protectionist then. Attempt to 
lay your finger on plate-giass, and the Indiana 
and St. Louis Democrats are at once to the front, 
loudly protesting aguinst a reduction, and mak- 
ing fervid appeals in favor of American in- 
dustry and protection to American labor. Mr. 
Brumm's 6 h was not well relished by the 
Pennsylvania Democrats, most of whom subse- 
quently dodged every vote on the cotton- tte 
question. McKinley took the ground that, as 
cotton-ties are made of hoop-iron, they should 
pay a rate corresponding with the rate on mah- 
terial of which they are composed, which varies 
from one aad two-tenths to one and six-tenths 
cents per pound. Chase, of Rhode Island. and 
McKinley both produced documentary evidence 
to show that no tare is allowed on cotton bought 
by American manufacturers, Dut tbat in En- 
giand 6 per cent of the gross weight is deducted 
on accouat of boopsand bagging.

There was also ua stubborn fight over an at- 
tempt to reduce the duty on cut nails, an at- 
tem pt whico was unsuccessful, as likewise was 
an elfort led, as the first had been, by Dunnell, 
of Minnesota, to reduce the rate on horse- 
shoe nails. The duty ou iron or steel 
railway fish-piates, or splice-bars, was 
reduced from one and a half to 
one and a quarter cents per pound, a. compro- 
mise between the majority and minority of the 
Ways and Means Committee.

SUMMING UP. 

Two weeks have now been spent by the Com- 

ittee of the Whole on the dutiable list. and 215 

ragraphs of the 475 contained in that list 
bave been passed. At this rate the bill will not 
get out of the Committee of the Whole the 4tb 
of March next. The siowness of —— is 
largely due to the indifference and discourage- 
ment of the Republicans. Absenteeism is be- 
commg every day more of au evil. Thursday 
evening eighty-one of the 151 Republican mem- 
bers were absent, leaving only seventy ia at- 
tendance. Only fifty-four Democrats and 
Greenbackers were absent at the same time, 
leaving eigbty-eight in attendance. Of 
course the House was compelled to 
adjoura for want of 11 quorum 
to do business. The same thing bappened this 
afternoon at 4:30, and the Committee of the 
Whole was com peiied to suspend operations and 
the House to adjourn for want of a quorum. 
Unfortunately, no record of the absentees was 
made. It is impossibie to ind « memberof the 
House on either side who will say that be be- 
lheves the Ways and Means bill will pass the 
House. The ouly hope of any general tariff 
legislation rests upon tting the Senate biil 
inco the bands of a conferetice committee, and 
it is very doubtful whether a majority of the 
House will be willing totrust the revision uf 
the tariff to a conference committee to be ab- 
pointed by Keifer and David Davia. 

KASSON’S RULE. 

There is very great difference of opinion 
among House Kepublicans as to the propriety 
of adopting the rule proposed by Mr. Kussun, 
which would eualie a majority to take the Sea- 
ate Tariff bil from the Speakers table und to 
bring it up for unmediate consideration. The 
adoption uf that rule would make it possible to 
pass the Sepate bill or nonconcur ard send it to 
a conference committee. The ruling of Speaker 
Keifer in the coutested election cases lust ses- 
sion would prevent any tlibustering, as he 
then decid that but one dilatory modon 
would be entertained on avy proposition 
afiecting the rigut of the majority to make the 
rules of the House. This was the strong point 
of Keiter's position: that the Constitution au- 
thorizes the House to make its own rules, and 
that the majority of the House was certainly 
coutemplated by the Constitution. If the Kas- 
son rule should, therefore, be reported from the 
Committee on Kules, it could be adopted by a 
Republican vote with two or three roli-calis-- 
provided the Republicans were there. The Ke- 
publican@are not now there, and very prob- 
ably they wil! not be next week, slthough 
iu auiticipation of some such action a good 
many Democrats wo are known to have impor- 
taut business have abandoned their trips, and 
have decided to stay here to endeavor to pre- 
veut the adoption of the rule.

SILVER DOLLARS. 
TIEIR FRIENDS ARE SOLID AND POWERFUL. 

Wasnurnaton, D. C., Feb. 10.—[Speciai.J— 
Burchard, Director of the Mint, contiaued his 
statement as to silver before tne Coinage Com- 
mittee this morning. He is not in harmony with 
Judge Payson, of Illinois, and Beiferd, of the 
committee. In fact, Mr. Burchard said that the 
United States would be the dumpins- ground“ 
for the world unless some international agree- 
ment should be reached as to the common 
standard. Being sharply pressed by Belford and 
Paysou on cross-examination, Burchard ad- 
mitted that the bonds might be paid tu silver, 
and that a proper construction of the word 
“ooin” would ailow this, but he evi- 
dently was not disposed to favor 
such a proposition. The friends of silver in the 
two Houses have notearof any bostile legista- 
tion by this Congress, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing iuterviews: 

Senator Jones, of Nevada, whois one of the 
best informed men of the country upon all ques- 
tions pertaining to coinage, said that any weas- 
ure to stop or limit the coinage of silver dollars 
would be “overwhelmingly defeated in both 
Houses.” He continued: “ This is the same oid 
fight against silver that has been waged 
by the Bast for years. No, it will not be- 
come a political question in the next 
Presidential campaign. There is no danger of 
bat. You see neither party isa unit upon it. 

astern Kepublicans and Democrats are almost 
a unit against silver. while Western and 
Southeru menof both parties are almost a unit 
in its favor. Tais attempt to strike down silver 
ia the Old fight tor a single standard. The talk 
about silver being cumbersome and incon- 
vegient is all ponsense. Nobody wants the siiver 
money, but the certificates which represent it 
are as good as any. other money, and 
just as convenient. hy, look,” and the 
Senator drew from bis pocket an old 
wailet stuffed almost to bursting with green- 

acks, gold, and silver certificates, and noue of 
them were of small denomiaation, eitner, Just 
look at this [spreading outa silver certificate], 
what prettier or more convenient money can be 
bad than this? You can buy as much for a si- 
ver dollar anywhere as witb a roid dollar. There 
are now in circulation in this country $106,0U,- 
000 ia silver. Strike that down and you produce 
a devastatmg panic. This country is steadily 
growing in population by reason both of natu- 
ral increase and immigration. This steady 
growth demands a steady increase of our 
currency, and siiver is the only source that will 
supply that increase. Gold is growtng scarcer 
all the world over. When prices go down it is 
not a sign of hard times, but it is bard times 
right then. To cut off the increase in our cur- 
rency, which supplies the steady growth of the 
country with its sinews of business and trade, 
is to produce a panic. The total increase of 
bank circuiation last year was only $3,000,000, 
which wes but a rop in the bucket 
in comparison with the ena de- 
mand for money. No, there is no 
danger of any anti-silver legislation. If the 
enemies of silver were to attempt to strike it 
down by an amendment or an appropriation bill 
that bill would be beaten.” 

Senator Hill, of Colorado, said he was confi- 
dent that any legisianon inimical to siiver 
would be beaten in the Senate, and he believed 
it would also be beaten in the House, but he did 
not apprehend any serious attempt at this ses- 
sion against silver.

Attempted Assasination of a Son of Col 
Cash, the South Carolina Duelist, 

Cuester, 8. C., Feb. 10.—[Special.)—An at- 
tempt was made last night at Lancaster to 
assasinate W. B. Cash, a son of E. B. C. Cash. 
The young man had been in the village several 
days on business connected, itis supposed, with 
the contest which the elder Cash expects to 
make for the seat in the House of Kepresenta- 


tives awarded to his Democratic competitor. 
Last night, while in his room at tne Lancaster 
Hotel, two pistol-shots were fired threugh a 
window at the young man, Fortunately neither 
of them struck him. Col, E. B. 
C. Cash, the father of the man upon whose life 
this attempt was made, kiiled Col. Shannon in a 
duei near Cash's Depot, in this State, about two 
years ago. Thataflair gave him considerable 
notoriety. He also figured — — in 
the canvass lust year as the Liberal candidate 
for Congress in this district. During that cam- 
palgn considerable bitterness was engendered 
by speeches delivered by Cash. One of these, 
it is alleced, produced the conflict between the 
blacks and thre whites at Lancaster, which re- 
sulted in the killing of seven or eight of the 
former, and the wounding of a considerable 
number.

Views of School Inspectors Regarding 
the Compulsory Education Bill. 
THe Traisuye of yesterday contained the text 
of Senator Walkers Compulsory Education 
bill, which bas been reported favorably from 
the Legisiative committee ana bas passed to its 
third reading. The bili excited considerabie 
discussion. It provides that persons baving the 
contro! and charge of any child or children be- 
tween the ages of 8 and 14 shall send such child 
or children to a public school at least twelve 
weeks fn each school year. Failure or negiect 
on the part of parent or guardian ia, by the 
Walker bill, made punishable by a five of not 
less than $5 nor more than $20. The emphatic 
vote given in favor of sending the bij! to a third 
reading favors the conclusion that it is bound 
to become alaw. When asked what be thought 
of the measure yesterday, A. C. Story,. Presi- 
dent of the Board of Education, said: 
“On general principles Iam in favor of com- 
pulsory education. As to the particular merits 
of the Walker bill aluded to I cannot speak 
definitly. The plan might work well, and again 
it might not. There are a great many little 
girls ou the street between the ages mentioned 
in the bill who should be sent to school. For 
one, I think it is good policy to compel them to 
attend. By caring for them in this way when 
they are young we very often save them from 
the bud—from a life ofcrime. It is cheaper in 
the long run to prevent than to punish crime.” 
“Sbould the bill become a law. and be en- 
forced in Chicago, would the existing school ac- 
commodations be sufficient?’ 
es, 1 think they would—that is, if these 
children were only obliged to attend 8 
twelve weeks in the year. 
Su berinteudent Howland, of the public schools, 
said 
“Theoretically we are all in favor of com- 
N education. I have not examined the 

ill in question, but if it were to become a law its 
observance in Chicago would hardly vecessitate a 
single new school building. There are probably 
10,000 or 12,000 children not attending school 
whom this law would reach. Granting that 
these children had ouly twelve weeks of schooi- 
ingin a year, they could be accommodated 
without incurring much extra expense.“ 

KE. G. KEITH. 

“T know,” said Mr. E. G. Keith, that sucha 
bill bas been introduced, but I have not read it. 
It would be utterly impossible it such a bill Was 
assed to comply with its provisions—that is, to 
urnish sch accommodation in any reason- 
able time, say two years, for all chiidren of a 
school age. Still, | would be in favor of sucha 
bill. It looks like a reasonable thing, and yet 
there is one point in it, perhaps, that is not 
recisely in consonance with the spirit of ‘our 
ree American institutions.“ 

“Io what way does it interfere?” asked the 
reporter. 
It does not give the father and mother of 
the child discretionary control over it which, 
certainly, the parents of a child are entitled to. 
However, there is this to be said, the State has 
also a right and interest in the child—a previous 
right, go to speak—as the child may grow up 
and become a citizen of the State, and it is con- 
ducive to the well being of the State that its 
citizens should be educated, and iu this respect 
the bill is most important. There are now in 
this city 25,000 children of school age whom it is 
impossible to find school- room for. It is sad, 
but nevertheless true. it would take thirty 
fifteen-room school-houses to accommodate 
them. It would an expenditure, roughb- 
ly estimated, for sites, of about $700,000, and 
buildings $1,500,0000, making a total of $2,200,- 
000. This estimate,of course, is superficial at 
best; add the furnishing, and then it will re- 
quire about $400,000 more per year to pay the 
teachers. These additional school-houses are a 
— if we are to furnish [facilities for edu- 
eat ing all the children of school age in Chicago. 
The power of taxing for school purposes is un- 
limited, but it is a very doubtful question if our 
people would submit to be taxed in one ar 
sufficient to put up all these buildings. am 
not — as yet to discuss the merits or the 
— of the bill. I dave only glanced over it 
casually, but after I have carefully read I will 
be prepared to settle upon it.“

The former evil has almost 
disappeared, but the latter still exists among 
a certain class of journals. Some years 
278 a leading London review referred to “a 
filthy class of American advertisements 
which would be rejected by the gutter jour- 
nals of England.“ but this rebuke can only 
be applied to a very small section of the 
American press. The advertisements of THE 
‘TRIBUNE will favorably compare with those 
of any other high-class journal in the world. 
and the same may be sait of some other Chi- 
cago publications, but unfortunately for the 
credit of the city there is still in existence 
one noted representative of the old gutter” 
type ready to accept advertisements from all 
comers. A sense of what is right as well as 
a sense of duty to the public will compel a 


respectable journal to reject immoral ad- 


vertisements, no matter how valuable they 
may be as a source of revenue. The adver- 
tisements of quacks of a certain so-called 
“ specialist ’’ class, who sow their filthy pam- 
phiets broadcast over the country, “ free to 
the young of both sexes,’’ and carefully 
sealed,” come within this category. But a

is the use of the newspaper columns for as- 
signation „ rn in point of fact to 
advertising houses of :iil-fame—a system 
which has undoubtedly brought about the 
ruin of thousands. As examples of these ad- 
vertisements the following, clipped at ran- 
dom from some recent issues of the journal 
referred to, may be given: Married lady 
wants a discreet elderly gentleman for, a 
friend“; Gentleman wants to make the ac- 
quaintance of a young gir! in need of assist- 
ance”: “ Young lady of 2 wants a discreet 
middle-aged gentieman for a friend”: 
Elderly lady of culture and means and no 
family ties wishes to correspond with elder- 
ly gentleman of same qualities—none need 
answer unless they mean business“; “Lonely 
young gentleman of some means desires to 
correspond with a pretty and discreet young 
lady who would like to travel for her 
health”; “Young gentleman wants ac- 
qoaintanos ot nice girl who works dyring the 
day—will be a good friend“; “* Nice widow 
wants financial assistance“; Gentleman 

wants to get acquainted with good-looking 
and discreet young lady who wants a true 
friend“; Lady acquaintances wanted for 
sociability”; and so on in the same style. 
Commenis on this class of announcements 
would be almost superfluous. 

It cannot be expected that newspapers will 
inquire closely into the kind of business they 
are advertising, and it very often happens 
that their columns are used tor the perpetra- 
tion of the biggest frauds, as, for instance, 
in the case of the bogus employment agency 
which THe TRIBUNE exposed the other day, 
butthey should have sufficient regard for 
public morals to reject notices whieh are pal- 
pably immoral or fraudulent. 

A large volume might be written on the 
advertisements which appear in, say, one 
issue of THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE, forming, as 
they do, a reflection of the times we live in. 
What we want and what we have—how we 
travel by land and ry bape how we live at 
home in ease, with all the various forms and 
phases of social life, as illustrated by the ad- 
vertising columns of the press—would form 
the material for an entertaining paper. The 
subject, however, must be reserved for fut- 
ure cousideration.

A Critical Review of Modjeska’s 
, Leading Characters.

The Different Phases of Modjeska’s Art 
ur. Staffora’s Overconfident At- 


tem pt. 

In theatrical circles public attention during 
the last week bas been all but exclusively cen- 
tered on Mme. Modjeska, who bas been deligbt- 
ing splendid houses at McVicker’s by her ex- 
quisitiy reuued and fascinating art. So far 
madame has appeared as Rosalind and Camille, 
and last night as Viola, but at this writing our 
knowledge of her art is confined to the two 
former assumptions. Fortunately these roles 
are so widely different, so essentially opposed in 
temperament, character, sentiment, purpose, 
and tone, that their personations furnish a fair- 
ly sufficient métier by which to mwedsure the 
performer's art. And, fret, let us note those 
exceillences which, being of the essence, as it 
were, and individually characteristic of mad- 
ame's genius, are Common to all her efforts; and 
surely of these the most salientand delightful 
is the peculiarly refined quality of ber methods. 
All she says and does is pervaded by a poetic 
delicacy, a sweet modesty, and a tenderness of 
feeling and manner that invest her most trivial 
and conventional movements with an indescrib- 
abiy winomg and gracious charm. In ber Kosa- 
lind what most wins upon the spectator is the 
infinit art with which, while assuming just so 
much of the man’s address and swashing air as 
to give vraisembiance to the play. sue yet never 
once fortéits the smallest fracuon of the rever- 
ent respect and love which ber womanly qual- 
ities and natura! sorinking modesty legitimately 
inspire. Without overst ppug the motesty 
of womanhood she yet assumes  suf- 
ficient masculinity of and dress wo 
give reasonableness to the story, and make Or- 
lando’s credulity seem not altugetner incredible; 
while at the same time ber own innate woman- 
lioness, timidity, and cbhiidlike innocenve take on 
a loviier and more eatrancwwg color from the 
contrast of character suggested by her man's 
attire and finely simulated effort to sustain a 
man’s part. in the hush of the forest primeval, 
whileshe leaus against the mossy trunk, ber 

nor face stricken white and wretched by the 
sight of the bivod-stained handkerchief, we can 
distinctly hear the pit-pat pit-pat of ber little 
heart beating a pathetic accompaniment to ber 
pitiful efforts to preserve a show at least of 
maniy dignity and courage. Poor little vomau's 
heart, beutmg 80 frantically underveath thine 
man's attire, how suggestive of the heart-trage- 
dies and life-long strugwies with harsh and ua- 
fecling fate which are daily waged here 
by women as weak and tender as Rosa- 
lind—here, amid the roar and contusion of 
city life in Chicago, as truly and tragically as 
there, amid the echoing gludes and impressive 
silence of romantic Arden! Aud it is tos 
unely- suggested contrast of strength and weak- 
ness, brusqueness and modesty, bravado and 
mouse-like timidity. which Mime. Muodjeska so 
delicately emphasizes by her peculiariy refined 
and sympathetic methods. Aud so, though in a 
different way, it is with der Camille. Most piay- 

oers know bow offensive M. Dumas’ play can 
made in indelicate and vulgar bands; now 
points can be obtruded and sentimects empfha- 
sized in a manner to repel modest minds; and it 
is the knowledge, in many cases the recollection, 
of thie fact that deters nota few from taking 
their sisters and daughters to see tie 
lay. But as enacted by Mme. Modjeska 
Camille is purified of all sensuality and even 
suggestion of coarseness. The courtezan is al- 
wogether sunk in the woman. We forget the 
wretched character of ber surroundings, we 
hideousness of her past, the bopelessnes of her 
future, m presence ot the awful trawedy of a 
breaking heart, the overwheimingly impressive 
struggle ot duty against passion of oue poor, 
errme Magdalen, with ber woman's weakness 
and a great passion gnawing at der beart, 
against the allied forces of the world, the flesh, 
and the devil. Of course much of the senti- 
ment is uvoreal; much ot the sympathy claimed 
for Camille mawkish; but as personted by 
Modjeska, with a deiicacy,a refinement, and a 
purity that simpiy transcend praise, we are 
conscious of no arriérepeasé, no mental reserva- 
tion, in extending our sympathy and re- 
spect to the poor woman wbose deatb- 
less love and sublime seif-devotion more toan 
redeem ber sinfuloessandshbame. Hence it is 
that as played by Mme. Modjeska Camille 
has a wholesome end elevating, elect. The 
spectator, instead of being attracted by the 
picture of alluring and dazziing vice, bas bis at- 
tention Withdrawn from it altowetner and cen- 
tered on the sublime struggie of an erring wom- 
an to conquer and beat down her own love, to 
triumph over ber own passion, to consent even 
to the loss not only of the love, but of the re- 
spect of the man sbe loves, and ali that be may 
be benefited and the claims of duty be fultilied. 
Ard again, as further illustrating Mod- 
jeska’s retinemenot, mark with what consum- 
mate art sbe portrays tne physica! aspects of the 
character; the ravages ot disease; the debili- 
tating effects of consumption, and that with 60 
fine a touch that we are conscious of nothing of- 
fensive—nothing repeliant or artistically dis- 
agreeabie ! 

But along with this refinement her acting is 
marked by an intuit variety of accent and tone. 
Her conception of Hosalind, tor instance, is 
large, exhaustive, and rounded, but in eXxpress- 
ing it she makes use of a thousand littie tricks 
of art to give it variety. lightness, life, and 
color. There is a complete absence of mono- 
touy or sameness in her methods. Her artis de- 
lightfully flexible; fike the chameleon, it takes 
its color from its surroundings. The result is 
that she succeeds not only in conveying a large 
and just general impression of the dramatist’s 
deal. but one in which the broad -effects 
are finely relieved and supplemented by inau- 
merable little contrasts of color. crosspiays of 
light and shade, of delicate and, to the careless 
2 unappreciabie barmonies and variations of 
tints. 

Finally, Mme. Modjeska’s airiness of touch 
and refinement of art are largely the result of 
conscious strength. The very inequalities of 
her acting, and how few they are, spring from a 
consciousness of power. Thus, ber failure to 
invest certain passawes in “As You Like It 
with sufficient dignity,a fallure on which THE 
TRIBUNE animadverted at the time, results 
from no want of power or duliness of 
intellectual perception, but from that very 
carelesness that almost always eccompanies 
a consciousness of overflowing and abundant 
strength. For the same reason it is that Mod- 
Jeska's art is so satistymg. It never suggests 
the exhaustion of its vapacities and powers. In 
her highest flights we never feel as if she had 
attained the utmost possivie limit of her art. 
Her genius does not revoive with clipt wing 
within a narrow circle, but cleaves with care- 
less pinion those airier and illimitable bights 
where mere talent, however great, is powerless 
to breathe, and criticism fs content simply to 
admire and note. Not that there are no limita- 
tidns to madame’é art, but that her Rosalind 
and Camille have not suggested any. That there 
are limitations goes without saying. It is of 
the essence of art that it should be lim- 
ited. Oal Buture and God refuse to 
be confin Such characters as Medea, Meg 
Merriles, even Lady Macbeth, would not be 
likely to come readily within the rd@hge of 
Modjeska’s art, which inclines rather to comedy 
than to tragedy, to the transiating of the lighter 
phases of sentiment and feeling, rather than of 
metaphysical problems or the deepest tragic 
passioas of bumanity. :

with an amount of clever inosulliciency that 
makes it unnecessary’to add anything to the 
Shytock criticism. Mr. Stafford may dress him- 
self id what garb be pleases and call bimself 
Hamlet, or Shu lock, or Othelio, or Tom Thumb, 
or Jesse James, be will never be anything but 
William Stafford. As ao elocutionist he is enti- 
tied to some praise, though in a city which num- 
bers its would-be eiocutionists by the hundreds 
that may not sound flattermg. But practically it 
isali the praise that can be honestir awarded 
an art which is so thorougbly and nopelesly im- 
mature, egotistic, and crude. Let Mr. Stafford 
forswear starrimg and join some respectable 
stock company. Let him then combine con- 
sciencious study and practice for some twelve 
or fifteen years, and if during mat time be 
works diligentiy and with that modesty and sin- 
cerity which are A o histrionic success, 
be may at the end of that period, say on or 
about 1900, play with acceptance sume such part 
as Gratiano or Roseucrantz.

Gleanings in Gallery and Studio— 
The New York Water-Color 
Exhibition. 


The Art Iustitute. 

The Art League bas postponed its exhibition 
until the middle of March in order to afford its 
mem bers an opportunity to make a better show- 
ing upon the walis where the Gobelin tapestries 
now haag. These tapestries will remain on ex- 
hibition until the Art League takes possession 
of the gallery. While the money taken in by 
the sma’) entrance-fee is not large, it is suffi- 
cient to show thata great many people visited 
the Institute last week, the principal attraction 
of course being the tapestries, which are valued 
at $30,000. The new pictures are hardly worth 
mentionmg. A figure piece by Coomans bas 
just been hung, but it adds nothing to the value 
of the collection. It is an insipid thing, utterly 
waoting in interest. Much better is an old-time 
portrait by Healy, lent by Judge Hibbard. 


New Vork Water-Cotor Exhibition. 
It is amusing to note the different opinions 
entertained by the New York critics regarding 
the arrangement, hanging, and genera! merit of 
their present water-color exhibition. The Sun 


speaks disparagingly of the pictures and scorn- 
fully of the Japanese decorations, which are so 
lavisely used, and which, according to the Times, 
make the academy au agreeable place to visit, 
whether me visitor koows or cares an 
about water-colors and etohings or not. The 
Herald considers the whole effect tawdey and in 
the worst possible taste, while the Graphic con- 
tents itself with an excellent full- page illustra- 
tion of the most important pictures. Following 
are some of the press notices; 

“The water-culor exbibidon is disappointing. 
The average of the work is, perhaps, better than 
it bas been before, bat there is noth very 
much above that average. Mr. Winsiow Homer, 
always either strong or eccentric, bas chosen 
this year to be strong. Mr. Sniriaw has one or 
two good sketches. Mr. Henry Mubrmas, who 
bas gone back to Bavaria and to the Bavariga 
manner of painting, has made a perilous veni- 
ure in doing so. Mr. Currier seems determined 
to turn friends into foes. Mr. Church is not at 
his best, nor Mr. Chase. Mr. La Farge is not 
represented. Mr. Bellows is. So, on the ftrst 
dlusb. it is a — exhibition. 

There is an enormous Japanese umbrella with 
a bird-cage attached to the haadie suspeaded 
over the stairway. It is worthy of attention. 
So is a tife-size bronze figure of Buddba in one 
of the rooms. The walls are covered with a 
pretty Japanese stuff figured with gold, and 
the spaces- over the door are filled with palm 
branches and Japanese maske. A giance 
through the rooms makes avery pleasant im- 
pression. But, on che opening night, the crowd 
of well-dressed and apparently comfortable 
people ho are mak i eme in 
whole or in part by the sale of such 
work as is displayed on the walls, was 
the most astonisBing thing in the building, 
One innovation, however, is commendabie, The 
skylights have been covered with some soft 
stuf résembiing cheese-cioth, which bas the 
effect of meilowing the light, rendering it more 
agreeablo to the eye and softening the coior of 
the pictures. No little interest will be felt asto 
how this experiment will succeed with oil colors, 
as it will probably be employed at the coming 
exhibition of the academy, With water-colors 
it is certainly a decided success,”

Mr. Cyrenius Hall, in addition toa good deal 
of portrait work, has recently completed a wood 
interior of pleasing effect. In it are accurate 
studies of beach, birch, and hemlock trees, un- 
der whose intertaci boughs a iimpid stream 
sparkies over lichen rocks and stones, in the 
shadow of which can seen the 2 speckled 
trout that seem to be biding from a lone tisher- 
man higher up the stream. There isafine play 
of light and shade in che distance, and Mr. Hall, 
who is au adept with the rod, shows an intimate 
knowiedge of his sudject, and treats it with a 
loving care possible.only to an enthusiastic 
artist and aogier. 4 

That valentines have not gone out of fashion,

Mrs. Mary A. Wright is represented in the 
present. New York water-colors exhibition by 
one of her recent efforts, which, like others now 
in her studio, owes its attractiveness more to a 
certain tenderness of expression and delicavy of 
feeling than to any Visible technique or repro- 
duction of actual scenery, and the genera! im- 
pression is so pleasing that one hardy stops to 
ask if there is any truth in it or t itis only the 
fanciful — of a sensitive and poetical 
nature, expressed with Breadth and delicious 
coloring, if not always with exaet knowledge. 
Such work as Mrs. Wright's is not fitted for de- 
scripuon; there is nothing realistic in it to seize 
upon. It satisfies the eye and eludes the memo- 
ry. There is left ouly a feel of harmonious 
color enveloped in the mysterious haze of an 
evening effect of the crimson and gold 6f the 
sutting sun.

Nay, many a drop-cur- 
tain shows better drawing. better color, and 
better composition than Doré put into these 
productions. One other gift Doré had, however, 
which should not go unnoticed. Next to bis 
power over the horrible—in its sickening rather 
than io its impressive or really tragic aspects— 
was his power over space. No desigusever pub- 
lished give so vivid au idea of vastuess of space 
and multitude as some of. the heavenly scences 
in the Paradiso.“ Of course there is not much 
artistic value to work of this sort, but it is very 
wonderfu! in its own way none the less.

John George MeCarthy, a 
weil-known Home Ruler, since appointed one

little town in County 
the midst of a pleasant and 
fertile district, for the most part divided into 
farms of moderate size.

He polled yesterday only 89 votes, 
whereas the late Attorney-General polled 189 
votes in April, 1880, and 201 votes on seeking re- 
election after his appointment as a law oflicer of 
the Crown. Indeed, the Conservatives, who on 
this occasion supported Mr. Naish, poiled 
72 votes on their own account at the general 
election. Yet Mr. O’Brien was returned yester- 
day by 61 votes, nearly two-thirds of the total 
number recorded. This demonstration of the 
prevailing opinion in Mallow, whicd is not likely 
to be more violent than the opinion of the sur- 
founding Gistricts, cannot, we fear, be inter- 
preted inany way except as a detiance anda 
deciaration of war addressed tothe British Gov- 
ernment and to all English parties, Whig, Tory. 
and Radical. It is, in fact, intended to make the 
same impression as the return of Mr. Davitt for 
Meath—to announce to the Imperial Parliament 
and to the statesmenof the United Kingdom 
that the Irish masses are irreconcilabie. This is 
the object for which Mr. Sexton, Mr. O'Connor, 
Mr. Leamy, and other active members of the 
Parnellite party have expended their eloquence 
upon the handful of eleciors in allow. 
The victory of Mr. O’Brien will be acclaimed, 
no doubt, by the Land League as a proof that 
Ireland—meaning the numerical majority of the 
Irish people—bas,risen in protest against the 
exercise of repressive powers under the Crimes 
act. But it proves a good deal more than this. 
The Nationalist candidate appealed for popular 
support on the ground that Ireland would re- 
fuse to acquiesce in uny political arrangements, 
however liberal, which did not include or imply 
a separate Government and Legisiature, and the 
absolute control of all Irish affairs by the 
masses. If the opinions and the intentions of 
the majority of the peopie in Ireland may be 
jadgea by the result of the Mallow election, 
the violent writings of Mr. O’Brien, the 
invectives of Mr. Sexton and Mr. O'Connor 
against the British connection and against every 
act emanating:from “the Castle“ represent 
the views which would be absolutely predomi- 
nant in an Irish Parliament or in loval assem- 
blies. Those views are now advocated in de- 
fiance of iaw and usage by the Nationalist ma- 
„Jorities in Town Councils and Boards of Guar- 
dians; several of which, indeed, bave actually 
intervened in this very election for Maliow with 
admonitory or menacing resolutions. Lord 
Hartington’s condemnation of the proposal to 
set up elective boards in ireland to be intrusted 
with functions at present exercised by Goverf- 
ment officiais as an insane scheme, is strongly 
support by this, the most recent testimony to 
the impracticable and irreconcilable character 
of the 0g taro creed propagated among the 
— Ireland by Mr. Parnell and his fol-

Detectives Following Numerous Clews 
of the Rockford Murder, and Confi- 
dent of Suceess. 

RocKFORD, III., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—About 
the only topic of conversation on the streets 
yesterday was the McGregor robbing and sboot- 
ing. It has been ascertained that at 8 o'clock 
Thursday evening a stranger entered the hard- 
ware store of O. H. Judd & Co., and purchased a 
revolver. The stranger answers the description 
exactly of Swartzell. After having purchasea 
his revolver, Swartzell next went to a clothing 
store and purebased a Scotch cap, a pair of 
overalis, and a jacket. He remarked that he 
had to work in the paper on the water- power, 
and that he would cailin the morning and pay 
the amount of the bill. As security he left a 
watch. He called this morning after the rob- 
bery and redeemed his watch. He used these 
clothes to do his bioody work in. A man an- 
swering the description of Swartzell was at the 
City Hotel Friday morning. On going to this 
hotel it was learned that a man bad called at the 
hotel Friday morning at 4 o'clock. When he 
came in he remarked that he had missed 
the train at Belvidere, and had deen 
obliged to walk to this city, stating the distance 
was tourteen miles. He remained about the 
office until breakfast time, when he was served 
in the diumg-room. After he bad eaten his 
breakfast he handed the clerk a $20 gold-piece 
in payment of his bill, amounting to 25 cents. 
The goid-piece was the identical one stolen from 
McGregor. 

Chief-of-Police Thomas Sully has worked the 
case up thoroughly, and there is said to be no 
question at all but that Swartzéll is the rob- 
ber and murderer. The next heard of 
Swartzell was at Davis Junction. It seems 
be took the train of the Chicago & Iowa Kail- 
road, which leaves this city between 9 and 10 
o'clock. Arriving at Davis Junction the passen- 

rs took dinner. The messenger for the Uuited 

tates Express Company states that a man 
answering to the murderer’s description sat at 
the table opposit him, and while at their meal 
they taiked over the brutal robbery at the house 
of Mr. McGregor. His attention was attracted 
by the fellow. who was none other than Swart- 
gell, who seemed to be very uneasy and excited. 

All yesterday afternoon Chief-of- Police Sully, 
Mr. William McGregor. and Sberiff Hutchins 
were telewraphing to Chicago to the Chief of 
Police the description of the murderer and the 
facts of the robbing and murder. The Station- 
Agent at Davis Junction positively identitied 
Swartzell as having taken the fast train for Chi- 
cago, This mornimg Chief-of-Police Sully re- 
ceived a telegram from Officer Butler, who went 
to Davis Junction. This officer bas traced the 
criminal to Kirkland, where be got off the train 
last evening. He will follow the trail for all it is 
worth. Other officers have been after the crim- 
inal, and it is thought he will be arrested before 
Monday.

Trustees Who Manage to Exceed 
the Appropriations by About 
100 Per Cent. 


Developments in Reference to Extrav- 
agant Salaries and Suspicious- 
Looking Contracts. 


How the Money of the People Is Squandered—It 
Is Their Duty to Oust the Offenders. 


As bas been already outlined in the columns 
of Tun Tarox. the finances ot the Village of 
Hyde Park, managed with reckless and almost 
criminally careless looseness by the present 
Board of Trustees, have at length reached rock- 
bottom. This result has been looked for for 
some little time by those informed as to the 
workings of the board, and now that the crisis 
has come a general review of the state of af- 
fairs, and the causes which have led to this de- 
plorable condition, as far as are known, will 
form ap interesting littie bit ‘of local history. 
which in the form of “a plain, unvarnished 
tale” is given below. While it is doubtful 
whether anything deserving a crimina! indict- 
ment has as yet been unearthed, a condition of 
affairs exists which from a moral standpoint is 
iniquitous in the extreme, and cannot be too 
strongly condemned. 

In the first place, a word as to 
THE FINANCIAL OONDITION 

LAGE. 
The bonded debt of Hyde Park is $413,000 and 
interest since Jan. 1, 1883. There is in the Treas- 
urer’s hands at present a balance of $25,953. Of 
this sum, $9,756 is in the interest and sinking 
fund and $500 in the public building fund, 
neither of which funds can be touched for any 
other purpose, leaving au available baiance of 
$15,606. There is also, in addition to the bonded 


debt of $413,000,a floating debt of which no- 
body knows the amount, but it is believed to 
foot up somewhere in the neighborhood of $100,- 
QUO. the total bebt, then, both bonded and 
floating, of Hyde Park is ip round numbers 
$500,000. The total equalized assessed vaiuation 
of all property, real. personal, and raiiroad, in 
the village is $8,358,680. The limit of indedbted- 
ness allowed by law is 5 per cent of this sum, or 
$417,444, The indebtedness, therefore, of tue 
village is in round numbers $80,000 in excess of 
the constitutional limit. ) 
THE FINANCIAL MANAGEMENT 


of the present board, which is responsible for 
this condidon, as far as the floating debt is con- 
cerned, is brietiy as follows: Wu an appropria- 
tion ot $116,000 of general funds, it was war- 
ranted in making an average expenditure of 
about $9,600 per month. On the contrary, the 
board bas made an average expenditure of 
about $22,000 per month, having expended dur- 
ing the past ten months of the present fiscal 
year about $220,000. This course, if pursued 
during the remaining two months, will bring the 
expenditures for the 2 up to the sum of 
$264,000, or about $148, in excess of the ap- 
propriation, and hand over the Treasury, which 
contained $60,000 at the beginning of the term 
of office of its members, in a bankrupt condigon 
to their successors in office. So much for the 
financial results of the workings of the board. 

The Board of Trustees consists of Henry J. 
Goodrich, President; F. M. Webster, T. W. Joun- 
stone, Samuel Pullman, George H. Leonard, and 
Capt. Berry. Of these, Goodrich, Webster, 
Johustone, and Pullman are utterly and entire- 
ly the creatures of a powerful intluence which 
has ruled the village for years. These four 
Trustees constitute a majority of the board of 
six, and the minority are heipicss, and tied hand 
and foot. 

This powerful influence is exerted by Gen. J. 
T. Torrence. He it is, it is claimed, who con- 
trol the four Trustees, and be has been heard to 
Say that he didn't trust to any promises 
from them, but he bad demanded and obtained 
from each of the four, previous to election, a 
Written pledge that they would obey orders 
without question. With this pledge, by means 
of the large number of votes at his command 
through his Hunection with a large manufac- 
turing frm and various extensive enterprises in 
the village, he elected his four men. 


THE OBJECT IS ALLEGED TO BE 


the obtaining of valuable franchises and privi- 
leges for bimeseif and bis friends, So much by 
way of explanation. Au examination of the 
workings of the shows with great ciear- 
ness the manner in which the scheme has been 
worked out. At the coming into ohe of the 
present board the Trustees beld their rst 
meeting at Torrence’s house, by invitation. 
All the Trustees were present, and no 
record was kept, it being simply a 
meeting for the purpose of discussmg the ap- 
pointments to be made by the board, together 
with the éalaries to be attached to the several 
appoiative offices. A low and apparently satis- 
factory scale was fixed upon at that meeting. 
When the time came in open meeting to fix the 
salaries, much to the surprise of all but the 
quartet, 
AN EXPENSIVE SALARY LIST, 


totally different from the one agreed upon, was 
presented ang passed as a whole by a vote of 4 
to 2. This action was the result of a further 
meeting at Torrence’s house, at which only the 
four Trustees were present, the other two not 
being advised of its occurrence. This proved an 
“eye-opener” to the minority, and since that 
time, though their presence bas been often re- 
quested, there has never been a board meeting 
at Torrence’s house at which more than four 
Trustees were present. 

in reference to the salary list, a glance may 
prove of interest. The salary of the Village- 
Attorney, which under tho preceding board was 
$2,200 per year, with $300 for clerk hire, was 
raised to $3,600 per year. The reason of this was 
plain. and understood at the time by the know- 
ing ones. L. D. Condee was the Village-Attor- 
ney of the preceding board, and at that time 
bad serious thoughts of running for Congress. 
Tor ence, too, bad a leaning in that direction, 
and simply bought off bis apparent opponent by 
making the position of Attorney too attractive 
to leave. 

In connection with the legal department the 
Office of Prosecuting-Attorney was created, 
with asalary of $1,500 a year, and given to W. 
W. Stewart. Wulle the office was perhaps an 
unnecessary and superfluous one, the reason of 
it was also apparent. Torrence had promised 
the posiuon of Police Magistrate to Stewart: 
but when the convention was held he discov- 
ered that Stewart's opponent, Rees, was too 
stropg, and would, in the event of Stewart's re- 
ceiving the pomination, run independent, and 
be elected. Rees was therefore allowed to re- 
ceive the nomination, and Stewart was provided 
for by the creation of the ole of Prosecuting 
Attorney. 

THE PAY OF THE VILLAGE CLERK 
was raised from $1,000 under the precedmg 
board to $1,800. He was in the employ of the 
Pullman Company, and stiil continues to be. 
This salary was to include all extras; but it was 
not long before the Clerk was allowed $600 per 
year for cierk-bire. In this connection it may 
be stated that this increase of the salary of an 
official during bis term of office was illegal. 
Torrence and his friends were under some ob- 
ligatign for services rendered at election time 
to William Colehour, and he was appointed to 
fill the office of Harbormaster, which was 
created for his benefit at a saiary of $90 per 
month. Robert Hawkins, a capable man, witha 
large family. who had been in the employ of the 
village at the water-works for six years or wore, 
was discharged from the sition of Chief En- 
gineer, to make room for James Farren, whe by 
reason of theffact that he was the son of Coun- 
ty-Commissioner Farren, was supposed to have 
considerable political influence. A terrible bow!

friends, and to appease them the position of 
Assistant Superintendent of Public Works was 
created and Hawkins appointed at.a salary of 
$100 per month. Dan 1 wanted to be Su- 
perintendent of Public Works, and had the

Second Assistant Superintendent ot Public 
Works, which was created for that purpose, at a 
saiary of $80 per month. A brother of Pullman, 
the trustee, was then imported from Indiana 
and appointed to fill the newly-created office of 
Assistant Engineer of the Water-Works. 

A young man named Carse was put (upon the 
request of Torrence) in the Village-Hali as a 
draughtsman, at a salary of $50 per month, with 
the understanding that his salary should not be 
increased. It was soon raised, however, to $125 
per month. The office is a sinecure, but the

Reference bas been made to the appointment 
of Farren and Pullman to the positions of Chief 
and Assistant Engineers at the water-works, 
In connection with the working of the water- 
works under Farren's management, the foltow- 
ing interesting state of affairs appears: Alon 
m December of last year one of „minority 
Trustees, in looking up a matter in the village 
hall, came upoo a monthly pay-roll, amounting 
to something over $1,100. To his surprise it was 
signed only by Farren, who had receipted for all 
the meninabody. At the next meeting the 
Trustee called attention to the fact, and, while 
be made no charges of disbonest practice, criti- 
cised the loose way of doing business. A short 
time. afterward’ two men a and made 
specific charges against Farren. In the. mean- 
time the December pay-roll called for but $914, 
and the January pay-roll was still further re- 
duced to $619, witbout any further action on the 
part of che minority Trustees.” The pay- roll 
was simply reduced by somebody, without ac- 
tion of the board. Feb. L an investigation was 
heid, and the depositions of a number of men 
taken before George H. Leonard, iu bis capacity 
as Trustee. A TRIBUNE reporter was present. 
From the depositions of the men making the 
specific charges it appeared, provided their 
evidence were trustwortby,: that James Fitz- 
po who testified in person, began work Uct. 
A, 1882, at the water-works, and was dis- 
charged Dec. 18. Durmg October he took care 
of Farren’s horse, and during the month of 
November he did the same work, and in addi- 
tion cleaned lamps and did a little work in the 
water- works. e did the same thing in De- 
cember up to the 18th. He received wages at 
the rate of $2 from the village on the water- 
works’ pay-roll. He received $24 for his nine 
days’ work in October, $60 for November, and 
$60 for his bighteen days’ work in December. 
After bis discharge Dec 18 he asked 
for his “time,” but could not «et 
it, or his pay until the end of the month, when 
be received a full month's pay, $60. Fitzgerald 
testified under oath that Farren said to him 
when be was discharged and asked for his 
time,“ or his pay for the eighteen day work ia 
December. See here, you can't get anyth 
till the end of the month. Now, we were bot 
druok up at Shang Noyes’ the other night; you 
keep still about that and I'll see that you get a 
full month's — 2 James Gallagher testified 
that he was a professional groum and borseman, 
and u to work at the water-works Nov. 28 
or 27. e received $10 for work ta November, 
and worked ten or eleven days in Lecember. He 
wanted to leave at that time and Farren gave 
him $10 for his “time.” Farren afterwards got 
$20 on the pay-roll for the time,“ as he al-

Young Lavoe was given a 
job, the professional groom Gallagher came and 
fied the $200 nag’s teech and rubbed up his 
silky coat, the buggy worked to a charm, and all 
was lovely. By and by Farren asked Lavoe Sr. 
for a bill of sale for the buggy. Lavoe Sr. said 
he would prefer to wait awhile. Farren said h 
must bave the bill of sale or Lavoe Jr. — . 
have to seek wider fleids of labor. Lavoe Sr. 
told Farren to go ahead. Farren did, and young 
Layee no longer graced the pay- roll. There-

AN EXAMINATION OF THE COAL BILIS 


at the village-hali shows that the coal used at 
the water-works is furnished by Hackney & 
Co., and thereby hangs a tale. With the advent 
of the present Hackney & Co. begun to 
furnish coal to the water-worke. No advertise- 
ment for coal was made until one day, discover- 
ing the state of affairs, one of the minority 
Trustees, in September last, introduced a reso- 
lution authorizing the Village Clerk to adver- 
tise for bids. The resolution was d, and 
bids were advertised for. Among the bids were 
the following: Veheymer & Co., indiana block 
coal, delivered at the water-works, $4 per ton; 
Dyer & Co., same eoal, delivered, $4.15 per ton; 
Pittsburg coal, $4.65 per ton; Ohio Central Coal 
Company, Ohio Central coal, delivered, $4.20 per 
ton; and Hackney & Co., soft coal, at $4.50. The 
bids were opened, and Vehemeyer & Co.'s bid 
rejected because they had no certified check in- 
closed. The bids were referred to a committee 
from the quartet, who reported rejecting all 
bids. Hackney & Co. continued to furnish the 
coal as usual. As will be'seen by reference to 
the bids, all but Hackney & Co. specified the 
kind of coal to be delivered, while the latter firm 
simply said “ soft coal, $4.50 per ton.” The coal 
furnished by Hackney & Oo. is the Grape 
Creek coal. the poorest kind of Lilinois coal 
that is mined. The bills show that Hackney & 
Co. get $4.10 for this coal, while prominent coal- 
dealers say that it would be dear at $3.25. that 
$3.25 would give a good profit, and one dealer 
said he had recently paid $2.50 per ton for some 
of the same kind of coal. So it would appear 
that Hackney & Co. make $1 or over on every 
ton of coal which the water-works consumes, 
and the village loses the same amount on each 
ton. But to continue, it will be also noticed that 
Hackney & Co.'s bid says nothing about the de- 
livery of the coal, while the bills at 
the village-bali show that William Ryan has 
been paid a good many hundred dollars for cart- 
ing-tne coal which Hackney & Co. sell the village, 
and which under a contract would be delivered 
by the seller. One bill reads, “to thirty-eight 
days at $4 per day, $152."" So the hauling of coal 
has cost the village at the rate of $4 per day. 
A switch has now u completed to the water- 
works from the South Chicago Branch of the 11 
linois Central Railroad, coal is delivered by 
ear.

NO CAR-SCALES AT THAT PLACE,

The 
river along the- docks has been dredged to 
a depth of sixteen feet, and will accommodate 
the largest lumber vessels. These docks will 
rapidly be extended to 26,000 front feet. It is 
the intention of the company to make this the 
principal lumber market for Chicago, as lumber 
can be handled here to much greater advantage 
than on the Chicago River. The Western Indiana 
Belt Railroad runs to the docks, Which will en- 
able all roads centering in Chicago to get to 
them. The office of the dock company bas 
been removed to the second floor of the First 
National Bank Building.

SAVINGS BANKS. 


Synopsis of the Sill for a Mutual Sa- 
Vings-Bank Law for Illinois. 

The bill fora general law for savings socie- 
ties, without banking powers, lately introduced 
in the Illinois Legisiature, is framed upon and is 
practically acopy of the New York law, which 
no doubt stands at the head of savings-bank 
legisiation either in this country or any other— 
and, if adopted tor this State, would give us a 
thorough provident system for the benefit of 
the great middle classes ot society. 

It provides for the organization of savings so- 
cieties of not less than thirteen prominent citi- 
zens, who, if deemed responsible and fit persons 
todischarge the duties appertaining to such a 
trust. are with their successors constituted a 
corporation. They become the first Trustees, 
make suitable by-laws, and elect officers. Va- 
cancies are filled by the remaining members. 

Whenever a Trustee removes from the State 
or borrows directly or indirectly any of tne 
funds of the association, or becomes surety or 


guarantor for money borrowed or loaned by 


such corporation, or upon failure to attend 
monthiy meetings of the board, or to perform 
his duties for six months, bis office as such 
Trustee shall e vacant. He receives no 
pay or emoiument for services as Trustee; cer- 
— officers may receive compensation for ser v- 


Money may be received for investment and 
safe keeping and invested only as provided by 

act. 

investments allowed are as follows: I. United 
States bonds. 2 and 3. State bonds of this and 
ceriain other States. 4. City, county, town, or 
Village bonds of this State. 5. Certain city and 
county bonds of Northwestern States. 6. Bank 
stocks in this State. 7. First mortgage bonds 
of any railroad company incorporated under au- 
thority of this State which is in possession of 
and operating its own road, and which has 
earned and paid regular dividends for two years 
next preceding such investment.“ 8. ns on 
mortgage of real estate. ¥.

The trustees are required to invest the fund 
in the securities named as soon as practicabie, 
but may keep au available fund of not more 
than 20 per cent of the assets, which may be 
kept on hand or deposited in banksin this State. 

hev are forbidden to deal or trade in real or 
personal pr®perty, or to loan upon notes, bills of 
exchange, or to transact any Danking business 
“whether of issue, deposit, or discount and 
penalties and remedies are provided for infrac- 
tions of the law. 

The trustees are to make suitabie regulations 
providing for notice and withdrawals of ‘money, 
and can limit the amountto be receivéd—not 
exceeding $3,000 from one person.

visions east from this city by the six pool lines 
for the week ending Feb. 3 amounted to 45,061 
tons. Although this is rather a favorable show- 
ing vet it is by no means as favorable a state- 
ment as that for the corresponding week of last 
year, when the total shipments by the same 
roads amounted to 72,110 tons. As during the 
week ending Feb. 3 the Eastern roads were not 
suffering trom bad weather or floods, the state- 
ment shows that business this year is not as good 
as it was last, and accounts for the 
fact that the railroads bave not made 
the advance of five cents onthe east-bound 
rates that was geverally anticipated. The sbip- 
ments of our. grain, and provisions East from 
this city last week by the six pool lines amounted 
to only 34,341 tons, a decrease from the week 
previous of 10,710 tous. This was mainiy due to 
the snow-storms and biizzards in the West and 
the floods in the Bast, which prevented the West- 


eru and Easteru roads from handling much busi- 


ness. Considering ail the embarrassments which 
the roads had to encounter during that week it 
is surprising that the shipments were so large. 
The total shipments for the n week 
last year amounted to 55,576 tons, but during 
that week the railroads were all open and 
abie to handie promptiy all the business 
that offered. Still it is doubtful 
whether the shipments for the past week would 
na ve been near as large as for the correspond- 
ing week last year, even if the roads had not 
been compelled to battle against the elements. 

It is quite certain, even if the weather is 
propitious hereafter, that east-bound shipments 
will be much lighter than heretofore. The se- 
verity of the winter will compel producers to 
hold much of the stuff which otherwise they 
would have been able to dispose of. Much of 
the grain raised in the Far- West will have to be 
used to feed cattle, which, owing to the heavy 
snows, are unable to ud enougt fodder on the 
grazing lands. It is also feared that the severi- 
ty of the weather thus far has killed muen of 

e wioter wheat, and consequently much of the 
spring wheat may have to be used for seed- 
Besides the country roads will, as soon as milder 
weather sets in, which is likely to bappen at any 
moment, become impassabie, there being 80 
much snow and ice on the ground, and Aar 
will not be able to bring their produce to the Aa- 
tions, and later in the season shippers will 
wait for the opening of navigation to take ad- 
vantage of the lower rates. 

For these reasons it is not likely that east- 
bound shipmeats hereafter will be as large as 
they were this time last year. This outlook 
must de rather discouraging to the Eastern 
roads, as they will not be able to make up for 
the serious losses they have suffered thus far 
this winter by the saow-biockades and 
tlioods. But, aside from this, there will be 
several pew competitors in the field for 
the ecast-bound business in the spring. The 
“ Nickel-Piate and the Delaware & Lackawan- 
naare already competing for business. The 
Chicago & Atiantic will be ready in a short time. 
The Cnesapeake & Ohio has just established a 
new through line between Chicago andthe At- 
antic seaboard at Newport News, Va., which is 
soliciting export business. Even if these roads 
in the beginning secure but a limited amount of 
custom they will make quite an inroadon the 
business of the old pool tines. There is but lit- 
tie prospect that any of these new lines will 
cut the rates and thus bring on @ war with the 
pool lines. None of them can weil afford to 
take business at losing rates, and the pooi lines 
themselves are rather anxious to prevent a 
break in rates, and will therefore use their 
best endeavors to get the new lines into 
the pool, it being better policy to 
give them a percentage of the business and 
maintain paying figures than to goiutoa fight 
and take business at a loss. and ion a war the 
new lines would probabiy take away more 
business from them than the amount allowed 
them by the pool would represent. Still, if 
business should get unusually dull in the spring 
and there should not be enough to allow the 
larger trunk lines to exist on their regular pro- 
portion, it is not likely that they will stay in the 
pool much longer, as they may find it better for 
their interests to fight for the traffic and get all 
they can, even if they do t lower rates. As 
long as there was plenty of business there was 
no great difficulty in maintaining the , but 
when there is not enough to go around among 
all the roads, and give them enough to 
live on the ease is different. The trouble now 
is that there will be more roads in the spring 
than the business warrants, and iu order to make 
both ends meet the roads will sovyer of later

Church Educational Work in the South 
— Plans Before Congress—Interview 
with the Rev. Dr. Martzell. 

The Rev. J. C. Hartzell, D. D., the Assistaut 
Corresponding Secretary of the Freedmen’s Aid 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Caurca, 
passed through Chicago on his way from New 
Orieans, where he bas been on official business, 
to New York. A reporter for Tun TaisuNne 
took the opportunity to interview bim upon the 
educational work of the churches in the South 
since the War, as well as upon the proposed 
measures for National aid to public schools. Dr. 
Hartzell is a member of a National Educational 
Committee organized at an assembly of leading 
educators in the East last yearto awaken pub- 
lic sentiment in favor of the movement. The 
other members of the committee are the Rev. 
M. E. Strieby, D. D., of New York, the Secretary 
of the American Missionary Association, 4 
Congrerational ody: the Rev. J. M. Greg- 
ory, D. D., of Lilinois, a prominent Baptist; 
the Hon. J. I. M. Curry, of Virginia, 
the agent of the Peabody fund of $3,000,00U be- 
queathed for the purpose of founding public 
schools in the South; Gen. S. C. Armstrong, of 
Virginia. Professor in the Hampton University; 
President A. 8. Haygood, of Georgia, the agent 
ot the Siater fund, bequeathed for the purpose 
of providing seboois for the colored people in 
the South; the Rev. C. R. Bliss, of Chicago, the 
Secretary of the New West Education Commis- 
sion; and the Rev. Kobert Collyer, D. D. of New 
York. Bishop Sitopsou is the President of the 
committee; the Hon. J. O. Wiisen, the Superin- 
tendent of Publie Schools of the District of Co- 
lum in, the Treasurer; and Prof, C. C. Painter, 
of Fisk University. in ‘Teunessee, is the Corre- 
spending Secretary. 

Dr. Hartzell was asked what he considered to 
De the exact proposition now before Congress in 
regard to National aid to public: schoois in the 
South. In answer he said: 

“There are two propositions. One is to set 
gpart a large part of the proceeds of the sale of 
public lands asa permasent fund to be distrib- 
vied througo the States ou the basis of their 
comparative literacy, to aid pubiie school 
work. The other proposition is to make a direct 
grant of from $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 per year 
tor a few years in view of the great emergency 
upon us us a Nation to educate our illiterate 
masses. These prepositions are not antagonis- 
tic, and it is possible

Senators Hoar and Blair are the supporters of 
these respective, views. Senator Logan's bill 
proposes Lo give ail the money raised by the tax 
on wbiaky, amounting to 890,000. 000, to the cause 
of public education.”

One may weil despair by any verbal aescrip- 
tion to picture even the commonest absurdities 
ot negro worship here. But let me make the 
effort, The servicea usually open with a tong, 
monotonous hymn, chanted through perhaps 
twenty stanzas. A brief address from one of 
the deacons follows, in which he gives a sum- 
mary of the services that are to come. and ex- 
horts his auditors to behave themselves. Then 
come from other deacons several wild and inco- 
herent prayers, accompanied by the swaying 
sisters with a low bymn, after the fashion of the 
siow music of the theatrical stage. Sometimes 
one of the sisters prays, and recently I heard 
one of them. in the excitement of bor appeal, 
say: O Lord, [ kno’ dat Daniel took de fast ex- 
press for Heaven; 1 prays yer seud down dat 
train for me, too, and gib me a free ticket.“ It 
is noteworthy, by the way, that much of the re- 
ligious imagery of the biacks here is taken from 
railroads, and some of its applications are very 
amusing, 

The exegesis of the Scripture by some of these 
biack pastors will be new to the most adyanced 
theologians. Asermon, for instance, of much 
local celebrity among the dusky race here is 
preached by one of their elders on ™ de horse a 
paWwin’ in de valley.“ and opens somewbat as 

lows: Dis horse of de Scriptur’, breddering, 
1 figurate to be de oster {ostrich}. Dis oster laid 
five eggs in de desert, cubbered dem in de san 
for de sun of glory to batch out, den went off to 
hide "hind a stone. Dese egg, breddering, was 
de seeds of de church, least i figurate dey was. 

But five Arabs, who was de persecutors of de 
church, wanted to smash dem egg. So dey try 
to seek dem out, aud drove de poor oster ten 
mile through de Valley ‘of Jehosaphat. Dey 
corner dat poor oster at de head of de valley, 
and think they hab bim sbuak, but sud- 
denly de oster rose high in de mid air, and 
laughed dose wicked Arabs to scorn. De ere 
der den hatch out, and so, breddering, came de 
seeds of de church to bear fruit. The desecrip- 
tion by the pastor of the Oosters chase 
through the valley—the preacher all the while 
flapping bis arms rooster fashion—was an im- 
menuse sensation in its way. 

Some years ago, though not in a plantation 
church, I heard from one of these colored elders 
a most extraordinary picture of thé final resur- 
rection. This preacher—who, if 1 may use the 
paradox, was a black luminary among the col- 
ored clergy—Wwas an extraordinary fellow physi- 
cally. He was shaped much like a hogshead of 
molasses, and looked asif some one bad puta 
huge qulil in him and blown bim up. He wore 
immense double green goggics, two'in front of 
Dis eyes and another set backing on his temples 
—a common device of the negro preach- 
ers to impress their congregation with 
their wisdom. Once during his discourse a 
black boy laughed. The preacher giared at him 
and said: “ Young man, you's a-laughin’ to 
vour own damnation. De Lord’ll shake yer yet 
Ae eberything.“ His description of the resur- 
rection ran as follows. Broddermg. when yer 
dies, yer head p’raps Il be in Alabama, yer body 
in Virginia, and yer leg in Carolina. But when dat 
great day comes, an Gavriel biows de.big horn, 
de head ‘ili go up, and de leg u go up, and de 
head "ll meet de leg and say, Were yer gwine 
to, leg? And de leg will yell in de voice of a 
trumpet, Gwine to join de body.“ A white 
lady who used to attend the services of this 
same preacher tolls me that he once said: 
** Breddering, dose white folks thinks just ‘cause 
dey's got money an’ fine clothes dat dey's de 
sheep of de Scripture, while we poor black 
foiks is de goats. But dat ain't so. Weis de 
sheep, shuah, and de Lord has set his sigu on 
us for a token; for don't yer see de wool on our 
heads?’

The Coming Season at Lake Bluff. 

It is expected that the next season at Lake 
Biuff will be the most prosperous and profitabie 
of all that will have been bad. Elaborate prep- 
arations are being made tor the improvement 
of the grounds. A corporation styled the Lake 
Biuff Hotel & Improvement Company, witha 
present capital of $70,000, which it is hoped to in- 
crease to 2100,000, bas bought the land formerly 
belonging to Solomon Thatcher, amounting to 10) 
acres. A hotel four stories -bigh, to cost $30,000, 
is now in process of construction, and the com- 
pany also contemp!ates driving an artesian woll. 
making walks and drives, digging a small lake, 
and building a pier for steamboats. All these 
improvements, with the possibie exception of 
the tast mentioned, will be completed this 
spring. When the work is al done, the different 
members of the company who compose 
the Lake Bluff Association will divide up 
the recentiy-acquired land among them- 
selves, as well as the proceeds of the 
sale of the hotel, and disband, the associa- 
tion retaining control of the grounds as hereto- 
fore. One of the contracts between the compa- 
ny and the association is that the latter shail 
make an assessment each year amounting to 
not less than $4,000, to be spent on internal im- 
provements. 

De. Gilbert, of Milwaukee, who will have 
charge of tne assembly as heretofore, an- 
nounces that Bishop Wiley has consented to 
preach a missionary sermon. Bishop Simpson 
wiil spend one Sunday here if his health per- 
mits, and Bishop Warren will preach and lect- 
ure.

The Young Men's Christian Association has 155 
members, and holds regular Sunday services at 
the jail. The Baptist church has not bad very 
good luck with its pastors, although they were 
faithful and earnest men, who did the best they 
could. Four pastors in succession became Ill, 
and hadtoresign on account of infirm health. 
Possibly this may have led them to take a dis- 
couraging view of the religious state of Lead- 
ville. There seems to be good reason for believ- 
ing that, although there is abounding wicked- 
ness in Leadville. with a profusion of dens of 
every grade of iniquity, there are a great many 
good Christians there, wbose standard of moral 
excellence is quite as high as any to be found in 
the churones of New York or any other city.

Messrs. Cobb & Frost, archit@cts, are at pres- 
ont engaged upoo-p.ans for an improvement on 
the North Side, partially ia connec tion with the 
Union Club, that Is of more importance than 
auy other since the club-housé was projected. 
Those who are acquainted with the affairs of 
the club are aware of the fact that long before 
the new house had been put usder root the ap- 
plications for the rental of the ten bachelor 
suites in the building were farin excess of the 
oumber to be let, and all were engaged within a 
very brief time, to be occupied as goon as fin- 
ished. The somewhat unexpected demand 
for such quarters suggéted the idea 
of the improvement to which eterence is made, 
and which will doubtless be carried out during 
the present year—that of building a bachelor 
apartment house next door tothe club for the 
accommodation of those who seek such quar- 
ters. The matter was talked over informally 
for some time, but within the last few weeks 
the project bas taken quite deünit shape under 
the guidance of II. H. Porter and Volney C. 
Turner, both promiaent members of the Union 
Club. These gentiemen are now engaged in 
forming a stock company, whieh proposes to op- 
erate the establishweat wholly independent of 
the club, so far as finanel management 
is concerned. A few weekg ago Mr. Porter 
purchased from a niece of Mr, Turner the va- 
cant lot just west of the club-house, fronting 
on Washington place, 25x126 feet. Upon this 
the plans contemplate the ereetion of a struct- 
ure six stories in hurut, with a front of the same 
tmaterial as that which composes the outside 
walis of the club-house. The first floor of this 
building will be devoted to a restaurant that it 
is intended shall be second to Bone in the coun- 
try in the matter of appolntmoat and furnish- 
ing. The upper floors, which will be reached 
by a passenger elevator, will be subdivided into 
suites of rooms for the occupancy alone of un- 
married men. These will be of different sizes, 
with the view of suiting all Who may apply for 
quarters.

The main entrance to the structure will be on 
Dearborn avenue, and will lead to an eievator. 
Ail of the floors will be divided into flac for the 
occupancy of families who are prepared to pay 
a generous price for elegant apartments such as 
itis proposed to make these. The two new 
buildings will abut each other in the rear of the 
Glub- house, and will be so connected on the firat 
floor that the occupaats of the Vearborn ave- 
nue house can have convenient access to the 
restaurant in the bachelors’ buliding, and every- 
thing possible wil be done to render both 
structures convenient. The restaurant will not 
be exvlusive in any way, ail respectable persons 
being free to enter when they choose.

THE POET'S LAWN. 


Meeting of the Chicago Branch of the 
Lougtellgw Memortal Asseciation— 
Resolutlons Adopted. 

There was a meeting yesterday in Fairbank 
Hall of ladies interested in the plans of the 
Longfellow Memorial Association. Mrs. M. F. 
Pierce, of 15 Walton place, the Chicago agent of 
the association, spoke to the ladies present. 

The wish of the association, she said, was to 
buy the tweive acres of ground ia front of the 
Longfeitow house at Cambridge as a permanent 
National possession... Here the proposed monu- 
ment to Longfellow was to be placed, and in 


time it was to be hoped that the association 
could buy the house in which the poet lived and 
died. This lawn of twelve

bet. and commands a lovely quiet landsea 
view of the Charles River and the low Brighton 
bills beyond. For many years Longfellow ke 
up the tuxes on this piece ot property simply 
because of his attachment to tt, and 
enjoyment of it to the people. It had n ob- 
jected that this purchase should be made of his 
heirs by Boston, or at least by Massachusetts. 
But Longfellow belonged to the whole country. 
He was the best known eo the English- 

ing people the world over of any American 
poet. It was an American who rescued the 
house of Sbakspeare from oblivion. At present 
Longfellow’s heirs did not wish to sell the bouse 
but this lawn was to be sold in the division o 
the property. Massachusetts had already raised 
$20,000 of the $100,000 wished by the associauon.

THE CONDUIT. 


Progress of the Werk on the Improve- 
ment Which Is to Do Away with Tei- 
ecraph Poles. 8 ' 
There has been much controversy in print in 

regard to the impossibility of putting telegraph 
wires underground by prominent telegraph and 
telepboune meu, especially in view of the fact 
that, commencing the Ist of May, all electric 
telegraph, telephone, light, and other wires 
will bave to be laid underground. A TRIBUNE 
reporter yesterday calied upon Mr. J. HBasign 
Fuller, General Manager of the Chicago Sec- 
tional Electric Underground Company, to ascer- 
tain some facts from him in regard to the 
new system of underground iron conduits now 
in process of construction here by that corpora- 
tion. In giving a history of the granting of the 
franchise some six wonths ago and the subse- 
quent and earnest efforts of the geatlemen con- 
nected with it to commence work, Mr. Fulier
